GPREAD OF THE PESTILENCE TO THE 
SMALLER TOWNS—ITS FEARFUL SWIFT- 
NESS — FEAR THAT KILLS — TOTAL 
DEATHS THUS FAR—FRIGHTFUL DEATH 
SCENES.

seilles Correspondent. 

MARSEILLES, July 29.—A dispatch has 
just reached me from a correspondent 
whom I engaged last week at the Bon 
Recontre Hospital in Toulon which says 
that seven deaths took place in that 
hospital last night, and that three oc- 
curred there this morning. From points 
outside the city, to which the ‘refugees 
fled, he has reports of 12 other deaths. 
The malady in fact, to be 
somewhat lighter in Toulon’ than 
last week, though the proportion of deaths 
in the hospital is greater than it has pre- 
viously been. Here at Marseilles the im- 
provement which set in late last week con- 
tinues, and it plainly follows, as a conse- 
quence in part, the enforcement by the 
authorities of the needed health regula- 
tions in the slums of the worst quarters, 
especially in the quarters described in my 
former telegram—Capelette and its neigh- 
bor.

IN THE SMALLER TOWNS, 

from: Arles I got no special report to- 
day, but that the cholera is still raging 
there no doubt exists. For its speedy de- 
cline I saw no grounds of hope on my re- 
cent visit, fear being so great there and 
‘vigorous work on the part of the authorities 
60 rare. At Aix-les-Bains the disease still 
finds easy victims among the cowardly and 
unreasoning people, who have gone into as 
great and foolish a panic as the people 
of Arles. Nearly 25 places in the south 
of France—chiefly in the Department of 
the Bouches du Rhédne—are now afilict- 
ed with the pestilence and report from 
one to three deaths each day. In these 
villages, crowded as some of them have 
been with so that strangers 
would find it difficult to get lodgings 
there for a night, the germs of disease 
brought from Toulon and Marseilles are 
beginning to develop, and, by means of 
the water, to spread themselves among 
the 


refugees, 


natives. 
EFFECTS OF COOLER WEATHER, 

There has been for a day or two gen- 
erally cooler weather on the French Med- 
fterranean coast, the wished-for mistral 
baving blown from the northwest, and 
the effect has been a reduction in the mor- 
tality at the two chief cities—a greater re- 
fuction/*probably, than could have been 
effected alone by vigilance on the part of 
the authorities. But it is still early in the 
season, and areturn of severe heat in Au- 
gust is expected to bring a renewal of large 
‘nortality lists. 

No bad news reaches us yet from Paris. 
The city is, in fact, healthier than it usu- 
ully is at this season of the year. No alarm 
bas sprung up there, and about the only 
evidence of the plague continues to be the 
absence of the usual crowds of travelers. 
Paris is surely taking on great dullness. 
From Spezia I hear no further unfavor- 
pble news, though there remains little 
loubt that the disease has appeared there. 
Spezia, however, shares, with most other 
Italian towns this year, the advantage of 
having a smaller death rate than in some 
former years, and even Naples, hot though 
{t has been, has shown improvement. 

DIFFICULTIES OF CURE. 

Many of the isolated cases reported in 
f£his region as cholera are proved on more 
careful examination and better knowledge 
to be only aggravated cases of diarrhea. 
In both diseases the initial symptoms are 
the same. Most cholera cases can be cured 
by a large dose of opium or laudanum, 
provided they are taken in hand early 
enough, The trouble always is that, ow- 
fing to the swiftness of the disease, when 
it is once well started there is little hope 
of recovery, and it gets well started in a 
fearfully short space of time. Delays are, 
therefore, fatally dangerous. It is difficult 
to establish a rule of treatment, as 
different patients are handled different- 
ly, and the variations of cases are at times 
‘very wide. Sometimes the second stage of 
the disease, otherwise known as the cold 
stage, comes with great rapidity, and, even 
if arrested, it comes again and again, until 
the patient is burned out in the alterna- 
tions. But in this stage much depends 
‘apon the temperament of the patient. 
Courage and hope are of great importance 
to him. lf he can be kept from yielding to 
despair the chances in his favor are trebled. 
Just as he may contract the disease the 
more easily from fear of it, 80: he may die 
pf it the more easily from fear. 4 fearful 
beart makes a faint stomach. Conse- 
quently anything that tends to interfere 
with assimilation is the worst thing possi- 
‘le for a patient suffering from cholera. 

LAST SCENES. 

Of the total number of deaths'in France 
from cholera this year probably the great 
majority died inside of nine hours after 
they were seized with their iliness. Some 
bave not died until after being sick a week 
cr more, but the majority of cases were set- 
tied ons way or the other within eight or 
ten hours. At the start there is diarrhea 


aud vomiting; this usually lasts but a_i is under 8300 
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short time; then follow the cramps and 
the icy chills, and this stage has com- 
‘monly been reached by the time the 


-patient has arrived at the hospital. 


If the circulation can then be restored 
and kept up by the use of from 10 to 15 
grammes of acetate of ammonia, the same 
quantity of alcohol, and by violent rub- 
bing, there is some chance of recovery, 
though the chance is slight. But if the 
circulation cannot be kept up death is cer- 
tain to ensue. In the last stages some 
patients are delirious, while others enter 
into a comatose condition; but the whole 
latter part of the disease is generally a 
frightful thing to behold. It is simply 
hellish torture. 

Up to the present time there have been 
in France about 2,300 deaths from the chol- 
era. From this readers will probably see 
that the totals published from day to day 
in the papers—at any rate, it is true 
of newspapers on this side the ocean— 


have been understatements. Cases which’ 


occurin the surrounding villages and at 
points further away are liable to be re- 
ported late, and thus escape being included 
in the daily bulletins. 
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PROGRESS OF THE DISEASE. 
By the Associated Press. 

Paris, July 29.—There were six deaths 
from cholera at Arles during the 24 hours ending 
at 7 o’clock to-night. Two deaths occurred at 
Aix between noon and 7 P.M. There were 23 
deaths at Marseilles during the 24 hours ending 
at9P.M. Seventeen cases of cholera have ap- 
peared at Pancalieri, a village of Italy. The pa- 
tients are mostly workmen from Marseilles and 
Toulon. Measures have been taken to isolate the 
district. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-night the depu- 
tation, under the leadership of M. Clemenceau, 
appointed by the extreme Left to visit the places 
afflicted with the cholera reported that the peo- 
ple of Arles are fleeing to the farms in the vicin- 
ity, where they huddle together in hovels and 
sleep pell mell as best they can. The sick are en- 
tirely neglected. Cases of cholera are secreted 
from the authorities. and no surveillance is ob- 
served. The deputation inspected a madhouse at 
Marseilles and found numerous cases of cholera 
there. The lunatic asylum isa centre of infection. 

Dr, Dutrieux arrived at Toulon two days ago 
from Alexendria to study the cholera epidemic. 
A renewal of the epidemic is feared there, owing 
to the return ot a number of fugitives. 

MARSEILLES, July 29.—The classification 
of the deaths from cholera, according to the na- 
tionality of the victims, gives the following re- 
sults: French, 798: Italian, 322; Spanish, 13: 
Greek, 9; English, 1; Austrian, 1; German, 1, and 
American, 1. 

LonpDon, July 29.—The Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Army, has ordered the barracks throughout En- 
gland to be placed in the best sanitary condition 
possible. He has also given orders for the crea- 
tion of a system of medical relief and for the 
removal of the troops into camps in case the 
cholera appears among the soldiers. 

BERNE, July 29.—The Federal. Council 
has decided not to stop the annual military train- 
ing on account of the cholera. 
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PROHIBITIONISTS NOT POLITICIANS. 

ViIcKSBURG, Miss., July 29.—The State 
Prohibition Convention of Mississippi met in 
Jackson to-day,a large number of representa- 
tive men of the State being in attendance as 
delegates. A permanent organization was 
effected, and a resolution of which the follow- 
ing is the substance was passed: It is the pur- 
pose of this organization to restrict the sale of 
intoxicating liquors within the limits of the 


State of Mississippi by all possible moral and 
legal means. Resolutions indorsing the work of 
the National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union and earnestly requesting all women 
of Mississippi to aid with all their power 
in furthering the work of the convention 
were passed; also a_ resolution § inviting 
Luther Benson, of Indiana, to visit Mississippi 
after the November elections and canvass the 
State in the cause of temperance. In the plat- 
form adopted by the convention the following is 
found: “We declare it to be our conviction 
that the cause of prohibition should not be en- 
tangled with party politics, and without disturb- 
ing the party aftiliations of any citizens we ask 
their support of this great reform, which should 
be sacredly enthroned above the contest for 
mere place and power.” The convention was a 
strong one, and will begin an earnest crusade 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
State.

A BULLET THROUGH HIS BRAIN. 
LreesspurG, Va., July 29.—A tragedy oc- 

eurred last night in Upperville, in this 
county, in which Herbert Leith, a legless ex- 
Confederate soldier, sent a bullet through the 
brain of John Rawlings, his cousin. Both of the 
men are prosperous farmers, living in the Lou- 
doun Valley, where both own splendid farms. 
Yesterday the two cousins rode to Upperville to- 
gether in the best of spirits and onthe most 
friendly terms. Upon reaching the village the 
two men commenced to drink rather freely, and 
while in this condition they began to quarrel 
about the loan of a dollar. Rawlings became 
very aggressive, and pressed his legless antago- 
nist acrossa platform upon which they stood. 
Leith warned Rawlings to desist, but he gave no 
heed to the warning. Drawing his revolver the 
cripple took aim and fired a ball into the brain of 
his cousin. This afternoon Rawlings is propped 
up in bed, still alive, but unconscious, and not 
expected to survive through the day. Leith, in 
charge ot a constable, was removed from his 
home to-day to the county jail at Warrenton. 
He was a follower of Stonewall Jackson during 
the war, and had both of his feet so badiv frozen 
in one of the forced marches of that command 
as to necessitate amputation. 
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MOTHER AND CHILD KILLED. 
PirrssuRG, Penn., July 29.—Annie Stip- 

pich, the young girl who was shot by William 
Donaldson, her intended husband, last Thursday, 
died this morning. The shooting took place ina 
vacant house next door to Miss Stippich’s home, 
and has been surrounded in mystery. Donald- 
son has all along insisted that the shooting was 
accidental, and the girl, until she found she was 
about to die, refused to say anything on the sub- 
ject. Last night, when she found death was in- 
evitable, she made a statement, under oath, in 
which she said that he had frequently threatened 
her life and she believed he shot her with intent to 
kill. Onetime he ran after her with a knife, 
and at another he choked her and threatened to 
shoot, showing at the same time a revolver. 
Since her death the fact has leaked out that the 
intimacy of the couple passed the line of dis- 
cretion, and that the victim was soon to become 
amother. The shooting caused the premature 
birth of a child on Sunday, but this was kept a 
secret until] to-day, when it was brought out in 
the testimony before the Coroner’s jury. Don- 
aldson has been arrested. He still denies that 
the shooting was intentional. and says he had no 
knowledge of the girl’s condition. 
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INCREASING PRICES FOR COAL. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 29.—The West- 
erp Coal Shippers’ Association, which includes 
representatives from the Lehigh Valley, Dela- 
ware and Hudson, Delaware, Lackawanna and 


Western. and Philadelphia and Reading Railroads 
and the Pennsylvania Coal Company, held their 
monthly meeting at Glen Summit to-day. It 
was agreed toan increase in the rates for August 
as follows: Bro¥en and grate, 10 cents; egg, 10 
cents; stove, 20 cents; chestnut. 20 ce1uts. This 
is an average increase of 15 cents and would 
secm to indicate that the trade must be in pretty 
fair shape.

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FEDERATION IN AUSTRALIA. 


‘FRIENDS OF “GLADSTONE FAVOR IT—PER- 
HAPS TO BECOME HIS POLICY. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Lonpon, July 29.—It seems likely that 
Australian federation will soon become an 
active question of British politics in Lon- 
don. A meeting to consider the subject, 
and in the interest of federation, was held 
to-day in London, and it is probably a 
meeting of muchimportance. Mr. Forster, 
Lord Rosebery, Mr. W. H. Smith, and va- 
rious others, including members of Parlia- 
ment, made speeches looking to imperial 


Parliament for the colonies in the near: 


future. A resolution was passed de- 
claring that federation was “ indis- 
pensable to avert disintegration and 
secure the unity of the empire.’’ The 
‘menace of an Australian revolt on the 
New-Guinea question was the real cause 
that produced the meeting, and this will 
doubtless serve to keep the attention of 
the Government fixed on this question for 
some time in the future. Lord Rosebery 
took a leading part in the meeting, and 
the fact that he hasso often played the 
part of forertfnner to Mr. Gladstone leads 
to the supposition that this meeting fore- 
shadows a new feature of Liberal policy. 


GREAT DAMAGE BY FLOODS. 


LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY DAMAGED IN 
WEST VIRGINIA AND MARYLAND, 


PIEDMONT, West Va., July 29.—The most 
disastrous flood known in this section for years 
did its destructive work last night and this 
morning. The reported loss of life and property 
is great. Rain fell continuously from 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon until 10 o’clock this 
morning. The flood started by the bursting 
of a cloud at the head of Castle Run, in 
Lonaconing, Md., about eight miles from this 
city, on the Cumberland and Pennsylvania Rajil- 
road, deluging a portion of that town and mak- 
ing George’s Creek, usually a smallstream, a 


madly rushing river, Several persons are report- 
ed drowned at Lonaconing, and three at Barton. 
Only one body has yet been recovered. Ail the 
villages along the route of the creek suffered 
great damage to property. At Westernport, 
where George’s Creek empties into the Potomac 
River, the water overflowed its banks, flooding 
the main street and the lower floors of all the 
houses on that street, and carrying 
three houses away, with all their contents. 
but fortunately with no loss of hfe. 
The Cumberland and Pennsylvania Railroad will 
lose thousands of dollars by the destruction of 
property and suspension of traffic on the washed- 
out portion of the road. A mile or more of 
track and nearly all the bridges, tresties, and 
telegraph lines between Lonaconing and this 
town have been washed away. It will probably 
require several weeks to repair this damage. 
The suddenness and violence of the flood pre- 
vented my 4 successful efforts to save property, 
and it is impossible to accurately estimate the 
amount of damage done. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., July 29.—Three inches 
of water has fallen in this section since 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, doing much damagein the 
mining region, especially to railroads. Three 
bridges between Frostburg and Piedmont on the 
Cumberland and Pennsylvania Railroad are 
washed out and much track is swept away. This 
road will probably be closed a week. Onthe 
George’s Creek and Cumberland Road one tres- 
tling is out and traflic will be suspended for 
several days. lt is also :aid that one bridge near 
Southampton, on the Connelisvilie Road, is gone. 


NorFoik, Va., July 29.—Yesterday aft- 
ernoon a cyclone from the southwest visited 
the neighborhood of Hickory Grove, Nortolk 
County, destroying everything in its path, 200 
yards in width. Several persons were badly in- 
jured, but no lives are reported lost. The largest 
trees were twisted off and carried away, while 
houses and barns were destroyed, and a num- 
ber of cattle killed. 
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THE OUTLAW BETTS IN KINGSTON. 

KiyeostTon, N. Y., July 29.—Monday’s and 
to-day’s issues of THE TrIMEs, containing ac- 
counts of the career of the murderer, gambler, 
and outlaw, William H. Betts, and of his brutal 
attack upon District Attorney Clearwater, of 
this city, were speedily sold, and the additional 
number ordered by the newsdealers were imme- 
diately disposed of. It is well known here that 
Betts intended to force Mr. Clearwater 
into a quarrel and then kill him. He 


boasted of this intention after. leaving 
Kingston, and expressed his regret 
tbat tie coolness and sel!-possession of the Dis- 
trict Attorney had prevented the success of his 
scheme. He came to Kingston a day or two be- 
fore the trial of Mayhon and Moore began, and 
opened the ball by inviting the District Attorney 
to a game supper, requesting him to bring wita 
him a half dozen of his personal triends of the 
Ulster Bar. Mr. Clearwater, who had never be- 
fore seen him, and to whom he brought no letter 
of introduction, said that he thought it in better 
taste for the prosecuting officer not to accept 
such a civility at the bands of counsei for the 
defense on the eve of an important criminal! trial 
and declined his invitation. Betts then extended 
the same invitation to Judge Lawton, who was 
to preside at the trial. The Judge also de- 
clined, and finding he could entrap neither 
the court nor _ the _ prosecuting officer 
he ate his game supper alone. It was 
evident before the jury was impaneled that he 
was not competent to conduct the defense, and 
that his associates would have to do the heavy 
work, and they did do it. Both Moore and 
Mayhon were convicted, and are now serving 
out terms of imprisonment in the Clinton State 
Prison at Dannemora. Much regret is expressed 
here that Ketts succeeded in getting away from 
Kingston without punishment for hig brutality.

SEVEN HORSE THIEVES HANGED. 

CuicaGco, July 29.—Advices from Cotton- 
‘wood, Meagher County, Montana, state that 
news has arrived at that place that seven horse 
thieves were found hanging to the trees near the 
mouth of the Musselshell, on July 20. 
Two were recognized as Felix and Down- 
er, two notorious desperadoes and leaders of 


the worst gang of thieves that ever infested any 
country. he others were probably members of 
a band having their headquarters in that region. 
Some 20 of the cowboys belonging to the Grun- 
ville Stuart ranch are out after another band 
of horse thieves that have made for Woody 
Mountains. The“ boys” are fully prepared for 
emergencies, and if the desperadoes are over- 
taken some will be surely shot or hanged. Over 
a hundred head of horses were recovered 
from the Musselshell gang. The Musselsheli 
River, the scene oi the grand hang- 
ing bee, joins the Missouri about 
hgif way from Fort Benton to the mouth of the 
Yellowstone, and is several hundred miles from 
a railroad or telegraph, which accounts for the 
long time before the news reached here. The 
thieves were probably trying to reach the Indian 
reservation on the north side of the Missouri 


River. 
LINK OF THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

ToroNTO, July 29.—On Monday next the 
Ontario and Quebec Division of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the missing link ina new through 
route between Chicago and Montreal, will be 
opened for passenger traffic. The road runs from 
Toronto to Ottawa, where it connects with the 


Canadian Pacific main line for Montreal and the 
Northern District. At Toronto it connects with 
the Credit Valley Railway for St. Thomas, where 
close connectiops are made with the Canada 
Southern branch of the Michigan Central for 
Chicago and all points West and South. The new 
road is under the mangament and practically 
owned by the Canada Pacitic Railway, and will 
form a competing line with the Grand Trunk. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced in the 
work of construction, in consequence of a sink 
hole which made its presence known near Kala- 
dar after the grading had been doneand the rails 
laid. This caused a delay of several months in 
the opening of the road.

‘THE KEYNOTE OF THE DEMOCRATIC CAM- 


PAIGN STRUCK IN THE SPEECHES OF THE 
CANDIDATE AND COL. VILAS, 

ALBANY, July 29.—In the densely crowd- 
ed drawing room of the Executive Mansion, in 
Eagic-street, Gov. Cleveland this afternoon ac- 
cepted the Democratic nomination for President. 
The company wasa brilliant one, and the ceremo- 
ny, though brief, was impressive and full of sig- 
nificance, as the keynote of the Democratic cam- 
paign was struck by Col. Vilas and Gov. Cleve- 
land in their speeches. For the past two days 
distinguished Democrats from all parts of the 
country have been coming here to participate in 
the exercises and the great ratification meetings 
which are being held to-night, and which formal- 
ly open the Cleveland canvass. 

The Nationai Committee of Notification arrived 
from New-York on the boat this morning. After 
a business meeting at 10 o’clock, the members re- 
assembled at 3 this afternoon, to perform their 
agreeable task. Being joined by the National 
Committee, which is in session here to-day, they 
proceeded, in 25 carriages, under the escort of 
the Democratic Phalanx, to the Mansion. The 
Phalanx, preceded by the Albany City Band, 
turned out 100 strong, attired in black suits and 
white high hats and carrying closed silk umbrel- 
las. They presented a fine appearance, in spite 
of the drizzling rain. Arriving at the Governor's 
residence, the committees passed into the draw- 
ing room, forming a semicircle opposite the 
mantel in the centre of the south side. The 
rooms were without decoration, with the ex- 
ception of two large banks of roses, carnations, 
geraniums, and other flowers, from the Executive 


greenhouses, on the mantels in the drawing room 
and library.

during the current year, bave nominated you to 
the people of the United States to be their Pres- 
ident tor the next ensuing term of that great 
office, and, with grave consideration of its ex- 
alted responsibilities, have confidently invoked 
their suffrages to invest you with its functions. 
Through this committee, the convention’s high 
requirement is delivered, that you accept the 
candidacy. This choice carries with it profound 

ersonal respect and admiration, but it has been 
fn no manner the fruit of these sentiments, ‘The 
National Democracy seek a’ President, not in 
compliment for what the man is, or reward for 
what he has done, but in a just expectation of 
what he will accomplish as the true servant of a 
free people, fit for their lofty trust. Always or 
momentous consequence, they conceive the pub- 
lic exigency to be now of transcendant impor- 
tance, that a laborious reform in administration, 
as well as legislation, is imperatively necessary 
to the prosperity and honor of the Republic, 
and a competent Chief Magistrate must be 
of unusual temper and power. They have ob- 
served with attention your execution of 
the public trusts you have held. especially 
of that with which you are now so honorably in- 
vested. They place their reliance for the useful- 
ness of the services they expect to exact for the 
benefit of the Nation upon the evidence derived 
from the services you have performed for the 
State of New-York.

Though I gratefully ap- 
preciate it, I do not at this moment congratulate 
myself upon the distinguished honor which has 
been conferred upon me, because my mind is 
full of an anxious desire to perform well the 
part which has been assigned to me. / 

Nor do I at this moment forget that the rights 
and interests of more than fifty millions of my 
fellow-citizens are involved in our efforts to gain 
Democratic supremacy. This reflection presents 
to my mind the consideration which more than 
all others gives to the action of my party in con- 
vention assembled its most sober and serious as- 
pect. The party and its representatives which 
ask to be intrusted at the hands of the people 
with the keeping of all that concerns their wel- 
fare and their safety should only ask it 
with the full appreciation of the _ sacred- 
ness of the trust and with a firm re- 
solve to administer it faithfully and well. 
I am a Democrat because I believe that this 
truth lies at the foundation of true Democracy. 
I have kept the faith because I believe, it rightly 
and fairly administered and applied, Democratic 
doctrines and measures will insure the happiness, 
contentment, and prosperity of the people. If 
in the contest upon which wa now enter we 
steadfastly hold to the underlying principles of 
our party creed, and at all times keep in view the 
people’s good, we shall be strong because we 

true to ourselves, and because the 
and independent voters of the 
will seek by their suffrages to 
compass their release from party tyranny 
where there should be submission to the popular 
will, and their protection from party corruption 
where there should be devotion to the people's 
interests. These thoughts lend a consecration to 
our cause, and we go forth not merely to gaina 
partisan advantage, but pledged to give to those 
who trust us the utmost benefits of a pure and 
honest administration of national affairs. No 
higher purpose or motive can stimulate us to su- 
preme effort or urge us to continuous and ear- 
nest labor and effective party organization. 
Let us not fail in this,and we may confidently 
hope to reap the full reward of patriotic services 
well performed. I have thus called to mind some 
simple truths, and trite though they are, it seems 
to me wedo well to dwell upon them at this 
time. I shall soon, I hope, signify in the usual 
formal manner my acceptance of the nomina- 
tion which has been tendered to me. Inthe 
meantime I gledly greet you all as coworkers in 
a noble cause.

THE INDIANA BANKERS. 


RECEIVER HARRISON OF THE INDIANA/ 
BANKING COMPANY ARRESTED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 29.—The long- 


‘expected report of John 8. C. Harrison, Receiver 


of the Indiana Banking Company, was presented 
to Judge Taylor, of the Superior Court, this 
morning, by Senator McDonald and A. C. Har- 
ris, his attorneys, accompanied by a certificate 
from his physician that Mr. Harrison was con- 
fined to his bed and threatened with congestion 
of the brain. Judge Taylor declined to permit the 
report to be made public, much to the disap- 
pointment of the large crowd of interested spec- 


tators that thronged the room, and adjourned 
further proceedings unti) to-morrow, including 
the appointment of a successor to the ex-Re- 
ceiver. Prior to the presentation of the report 
rumors were actively circulated that, owing to 
the rapid rise in the prices of certain stocks in 
Wall-street, where it is generaily believed Har- 
rison dumped the funds of the bank, he had 
made from $400,000 to $700,090, and the expecta- 
tion was aroused that he would pay over the 
amount due. Itis understood that the report 
shows that he should have under date of July 24 
in cash $81,817 &4 and a certificate of deposit for 
$20,000, making altogether $101.817 84. Of this 
amount he has on hand $6,206 79, deposited in 
two banks, and the Receiver “regrets to say 
that this sum is all that be has to turn into court 
asacrediton the $101,817 84 with which he is 
chargeable. The balance of that sum was paid 
over the counter of Harrison's banking house, 
where he had deposited the same as any other 
depositor.” 

he report shows that the Receiver has now not 
a dollar in his possession, having mortgaged all 
his property to secure the sureties on his bond. 
The value of this mortgaged property is esti- 
mated at from $87,000 to $112,000. The indebted- 
ness of Harrison's sureties to the bank is said to 
be $62,000. The Receiver further states that some 
time ago he drew out $3,000 on salary account 
as Receiver, and that this is all of the $101,817 84 
which he has applied to his personal use. 

Alfred Harrison, the senior member of the 
bankrypt firm, has been suffering trom nervous 
prostration since the failure, and at 4o0’clock this 
morning he experienced a decided rigor. He was 
revived, however, and supported in bed while he 
signed certain important documents, and later in 
the day was so far_ improved that the physicians 
do not now consider him in danger. He is & 
years old. 

This evening, upon a warrant issued by Mayor 
McMasters, John S. C. Harrison was arrested 
charged with reece $95,611 as Receiver of 
the Indiana Banking Company. The affidavit 
was made by C. F. Rooker, a depositor with the 
Indiana Banking Company, and .also with 
Harrison‘s Bank to the amout of several thousand 
dollars. Mr. Rooker has been caught in ever 
bank failure in this city since the panic of 1873, 
and he begins to yearn for vengeance. The 
warrant for Mr. Harrison was served at 
his residence, and he was been ef 
prostrated by it. Being unable to give bail, 
which was fixed at $60,000, two policemen were 
left at the residence to guard the prisoner, and 
this detail will be maintained day and night. It 
is the opinion among dispassionate persons that 
the prosecution against Harrison on this charge 
will not lie. Harrison the Receiver appears to 
have been badly duped by Harrison the banker, 
and there is no way to reach the latter.

SHOEMAKERS OBJECT TO A RULE. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 29.—The 450 em- 
ployes of Saller, Lewen & Co., shoe manufact 
urers, of No. 313 Arch-street, refused to con- 
tinue at work this afternoon, and at 3 o’clock 
left the building in a body. An hour later a 
shop meeting was held at the headquarters of 


the Knights of Labor, No. 505 Chestnut-street, to 
protest against the action of the firm in enforc- 
ing a recently established rule making “ treers”’ 
responsible for work lost or stolen. The “ treer” 
ls practically the finisher, and is the last person 
to handle the shoes previous to packing. On Sat- 
urday last one Eberhardt, a ‘“‘treer,” was in- 
formed that one of a dozen pairs of shoes in a 
ease of finished work was wanting, and 
that the firm would require him to re- 
fund the value of the shoes. It 
was not charged that he had stolenthem. It 
was shown that the missing shoes had been taken 
during the night, but the firm held that Eber- 
bardt was responsible. He refused to pay for the 
work and laid his case before the Grievance Com- 
mittee of District Assembly, No. 70, Knights of 
Labor. At noon to-day the committee waited 
on Messrs. Lewis Saller and Simon Lobe, of 
the firm. The rule was declared to be im- 
perative, and the firm declined to rescind it, 
claiming that without such protection thefts 
would be so frequent as to entail serious loss 
to the establishment. Chairman John Farn- 
ham was then authorized by the committee 
to call a shop meeting, which was done, and the 
employes left their work. At the meeting which 
followed, Chairman Farnham and Thomas Fur- 
man were instfucted by the assembly to wait on 
the firm ana endeavor to effect a compromise. 
The firm declined to change their position. The 
matter was referred to the Executive Board, 
which is composed ofa representative from each 
of the 11 Shoemakers’ Assemblies in this city. 
If the Executive Committee upholds the action 
of the shop hands, the continued refusal of the 
firm to rescind the obnoxious order will be con- 
sidered sufficient ground for striking. It is not 
believed, however, that such decided uction will 
be necessary, and a compromise is looked for.

FALL IN FEDERAL BANK STOCK. 
ToronTo, Ontario, July 29.—Reports from 
Montreal announcing the failure of the Federal 
Bank’s Winnipeg ventures caused some anxiety 
among timorous holders of the stock this morn- 
ing. When the day’s business opened buyers 


offered the lowest price for Federal that has been 
touched for some weeks. Before the forenoon 
session closed the stock touched 35, which was 
the lowest point reacbed. In all, 124 shares 
changed hands this morning, and the market 
closed with 35% offered with no sellers at the 
figure. One lot of 10 shares brought 88, 3 
shares went at 37%, two lots of 2 and 12 
shares went at 37, two lots of 10 shares 
went at 38, and two other 10-share lots 
at 8534. Three 10-share lots were then sold 
at 3514, then two more 10-share lots brought 
3534, and the morning's business closed with a 
sale of a 10-share lot at 354%. At the loeal office 
of the Federal Bank this afternoon at 2 o’clock 
the officials seemed to be quite at their ease and 
had no intormation to impart. Although there 
has not been much improvement inthe value of 
the stock, and there probably will not be an 
great advance until the official report is iene, 
the general feeling is that the critical poimt has 
been passed for some weeks.

THE CONVENTION TO BE HELD IN 
CHICAGO. 

IT WILL°BE HELD IN SPITE OF ALL CREA: 

TION—DENOUNCED BY LABORERS WHC 


WORK FOR THEIR LIVING. 

Curcaao, July 29.—Thoe Nationgl Labor 
Convention in this city was set for July 30 by a 
conference held in Philadelphia on Jan. ¢ 
last. Carse, of New-York; Wolf, Kava 
nagh, and others arrived here yesterday ta 
prepare for the gathering. Everything was 
running along smoothly until there appeared in 
the morning papers to-day a notice of the meet- 
ing in New-York of the National Labor Party's 
Executive Committee, in which it was said that 
the convention set for to-morrow had been 
postponed until Sept. 1. This notice was 
signed by James W. Rooney and John 
W. Keogh. They are both members of 


the Executive Committee, of which Carsey is 
secretary. When Carsey read the notice of post- 
a ement he was surprised, because Rooney and 

eogh were the only members of the Executive 
Committee in New-York. The others ure either 
in Chicago or on the way here. The committee 
will hold a meeting in Room No. 41 at the Brigys 
House, and, notwithstanding the postponement 
announced by Keogh and Rooney, the conven- 
fion will be held. 

The secret of tne interference on the part of 
Rooney and Keogh is said to be this: Rooney is 
President of the New-York [Irish National 
League, and both he and Keogh are creatures of 
Ben Butler. During the Wemocratic Con- 
vention both were in the front rank of 
the Butler boomers. Rooney, _—particu- 
larly, was going about the halls of the 
Palmer House, giving it out that Butler would 
support the nominee. Carsey, who was also 
here, stopped him in the midst of a harangue 
and asked him if he believed that Butler woul 
support the nominee. ‘Oh, we are only 
saying that for effect,” replied Rooney, 
Carsey says that the convention will 
be held to-morrow as announced, and claims 
that Rooney and Keogh are trying to work the 
convention in Butler's interests. He calls But- 
ier a demagogue, and a man witn whom re- 
spectable laboring men should have nothing to 
do. “We will not indorse Butler,” is what h¢ 
emphatically remarks. 


Mr. John W. Keogh, the Corresponding Secre: 
tary of the Executive Committee of the Nationa} 
Labor Party, gives an entirely ditferent version 
of the trouble. 

“A National Labor conference was held in 
Philadelphia last January,” said Mr. Keogh 
“anditwas decided to call a national convention 
to name candidates for President and Vice-Pres- 
ident. Am Executive Committee of 38 members 
was also aivatated Judge James A. Rooney, of 


Brooklyn, was elected Chairman of the commit- 
tee, William A. Carsey, a bricklayer, of this city, 
Recording Secretary, and I was made Corre- 
sponding Secretary. A subcommittee of nine 
members, all of whom live in this vicinity, was 
appointed by the Executive Committee to man- 
age its affairs... We decided to call a national 
convention to meet ut Chicago July 30. We 
supposed that by that time the candidates of all 
the parties would have their letters of accept- 
ance before the public. 

“Up to yesterday morning we believed that 
Mr. Cleveland’s letter would be issued to-day. 
When we learned that it would not, a meeting of 
the Subcommittee of Nine was at once called. 
It met at Judge Rooney’s office, No. 3 Pine- 
street, yesterday afternoon. Every member 
was present except Carsey and Mr. Denihen, ot 
Brooklyn. There wasa full and earnest discus- 
sion of the situation, and we decided that as the 
letters of Gov. Cleveland and Gen. Butler were 
not yet out, and as it would be impossible to 
come to any conclusion concerning the candi- 
dates without their letters, a convention now 
would be premature. We therefore voted ta 
postpone the convention till Sept. 1. 

* Last evening,” continued Mr. Keogh, * the 
Executive Committee of the Independent Labor 
Party, which is practically the State organiza- 
tion of the National Labor Party, held a special 
meeting in Clarendon Hall, and resolved to dis- 
countenance the proposed convention, and to 
not send delegates to the gathering. Now that is 
the precise condition of affairs. The executive 
body of the National Labor Party has decided 
that itis unwise to holda national convention 
just yet. It has, therefore, exercised the power 
vested in it and postponed the convention. Car- 
sey is tiie only member of the National Execu- 
tive Committee in Chicago so far as I know. 
He represents nobody but himself. He is 
not authorized to appear there as the represent- 
ative of any labor organization in this city or 
elsewhere. eis not trusted by laboring men 
anywhere, and when the State organization was 
effected last Fall Carsey was left out solely for 
that reason. I know that several members of 
beened yay took money from men who were op- 
posed to Cleveland to go to Chicago and. work 
against his nomination, and that within an 
hour they took money from men who were 
working for Clevelandand also from men who 
were working for Flower. Iwent to Chicago with 
George Blair and 23 other men. We were hon- 
estly .opposed to Mr. Cleveland’s nomination, 
and sought to prevent it because we believed he 
was not favorable tothe interests of working- 
men. But now that the nomination is made we 
propose to give it, as wellas all others, careful 
consideration.” 

“To my knowledge,” said an officer of the In- 
dependent Labor Party last evening, ‘ those 
men out in Chicago now never did an honest 
day’s work in their tives. There are only five of 
them there from this city any way. They are 
Carsey. W. A. Wolf, a lawyer, who hangs 
around Jefferson Market Police Court, John 
J. Cavanaugh, who is a_ good _ fellow 
when he works; John A. ‘Thompson, 
who is a car @river, and ‘Gen.’ Samuel 
J. Crooks, also a lawyer. That is ali there 
are f them. Talk about their making Congres- 
sional nominations ! Carsey wouldn’t be allowed 
to drive acar in the streets of New-York. No 
one of them has enough money to pay his fare 
across Fulton Ferry. 1 understand and believe 
that their expenses to Chicago are paid by poii- 
ticians of both parties. They are simply strikers 
out there to deal and dicker, and they are strik- 
ing both ways. Wolf came to me a few days ago 
to get money to pay his fare out and back. I 
— him I hadn’t any money to throw away on 

= 


** Well,’ he said, * I’ve got to get it someway. 
I was out there last Summer and it took me 
three months to get back. I had to walk al? 
through Indiana.’ 

“We will hola a national convention Sept. 
1,” said the speakef, in conclusion, ** and it 
will be one of real representatives of labor. 
There will be no strikers there.”

WAS THE GIRL MURDERED? 
Lockport, N. Y., July 29.—Dr. Ira & 
Richmond, of West Main-street, is now under ar- 
rest,charged with murder by malpractice. About 
three weeks awo Lizzie Cook, daughter of a far-, 
mer, Joseph Cook, living about four miles south 
of here, was taken to Dr. Richmond for treat- 


ment by her brother-in-law, William Bowen. 
The * doctor’’ examined her in the presence of 
Bowen, and said she was sufferiug from dropsy 
and blood peisoning, and she went away. wo 
days afterward she was taken, at 11 o’clock at 
night, to Bowen’s house in a hack and put to 
bed. She lay there for nearly three weeks, and 
died there on Saturday morning. Dr. Richmond 
had been her attending physician during this time, 
visiting her daily. and sometimes twice a day. 
The body was taken on Saturday night to the 
home of the girl’s parents, and buried there- 
from on Monday forenoon. Certain suspicious 
facts. coming to the ears of the Chief 
of Police and Coroner, the body was 
taken from the grave on Monday after- 
noon by tne Coroner and police, and an 
autopsy held, which disclosed the fact that an 
operation had been pertormed with instruments, 
causing the girl’s death. Dr. Richmond was at 
once arrested and pleaded not guilty when ar- 
raigned, insisting that the girl had died of 
dropsy and blood poisoning. The evidence is 
strong against him, however. He isnowin jail 
awaiting the action of the next Grand Jury.

MURDERED BY A NEGRO, 
Keswick, Va., July 29.—A fight between 
James Fry,a white man, and John Roland, 2 
negro, in Albemarle County, last night, resulted 


inthe killing of Fry. For some time past the 
murderer has been too intimate with Fry’s 
nurse. This enraged Fry, and on seeing Roland 
at his home yesterday he denounced him.tor his 
conduct. The negro at once became very mad, 
and, after vainly attempting to kill Fry with 
a knife, followed him all around the house with 
a billet of wood, the race ending in the infuri- 
ated negro catching his victim and beating hiw 
to death before assistance could reach him 
The murder caused intense excitement among 
the farmers in the vicinity, and the murderer 
at one time stood a good chance of being 
lynched, The prisoner was removed to the jail 
at Charlottesville, however, without being in- 
terfered with.

BUTLER’S UNCERTAIN POSITION. 

A REPORT THAT HE HAS DETERMINED TO 
ENTER THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 

Boston, July 29.—Among the politicians, 
to-day, the report was current that Gen. Butler 
has finally determined to run as the candidate of 
the Greenback, Labor and Anti-Monopoly com- 
bination, and that a letter fairly defining his 
position will issue from him within a few days. 
This report is made as if by authority, but Gen. 
Butler himself keeps his finger on his lips and ut- 
ters nota word inconfirmation or denial. Those 
therefore, who would ascertain his intentions 
at first hand are balked by his reticence, and are 
forced to content themselves with statements 
from ais henchmen or the study of straws. Of 
both statements and straws there are sufficient, 


many politicians think, to indicate that the re- 
rt current to-day is true. On the other hand 
owever, some of Butler’s nearest political 
friends, among them earnest workers for him in 
his several compaigns here, insist that there is no 
foundation for the report other than that within 
a week or so his position will be — stated. 

. Hutchinson, Secretary of the State Com- 
mittee of the Greenback Party, is of those who 
are confident that he will run, and he believes 
that Butler has assured several of the Greenback 
leaders, among them Gen. Weaver and Secretary 
Terlinda, of the National Greenback Committee, 
that this is his intention. His delay in declaring 
his position, it is explained, is due to his desire to 
see the letters of acceptance of all the candidates, 
and especially Gov. Cleveland’s letter, before 
he issues hisown. Mr. Hutchinson believes that 
the General has asked his friends among the 
leaders to keep the Greenbackers quiet until he 
gets ready to speak, and that he will ultimately 

ublish « letter about which there can be no 
voubt, which cannot be said of his first letter in 
acknowledgment of the Greenback nomination, 
which is nottaken as an acceptance, although it 
appears on its face to be one. Mr. Hutchinson is 
quite sure that Gen. Butler's delay is not due to his 
uncertainty as to what his course shall be, but 
that he is deliberating how to make his cam- 
paign most effective. The Greenbackers in 
the State will proceed asif it werecertath that 
he will run. Their State Committee will soon 
meet to name the time and place of the State 
Convention, and straight Greenback candidates 
will be put in nomination for Congress and in 
various parts of the State for Senators and Rep- 
vesnsanaly ves. Itis not intended to fuse with the 
Democrats in any event. In case Gen. Butler 
does not run, Mr. Hutchinson declares that the 
Greenbackers will generally vote for Blaine. 

Major McDavitt, who was one of Butler's 
hardest workers in the two campaigns of 1878 
and 1879, and is a close friend of his now, is one of 
those who fre inclined to the opinion that he 
willnot run. He does not, however, make the 
statement by authority, and he admits that the 
situation is such as almost to force Butter 
to remain in the field. Thousands of 
voters, Major McDavitt says, would take 
no interest in the election if they could 
not vote for Gen. Butiler,and while a few 2 original 
Butler men would vote for Blaine or Cleveland, 
many would refuse to vote with Butler out of 
the way. McDavitt does not think there will be 
any serious defection from Cleveland among the 
members of the Democratic Party. 

Experienced observers generally admit that 
Butler would receive a fair vote in this State, 
either for Governor or President, though 
not as large as_ heretofore. The . idea 
of his runnin has been pretty sgeneral- 

abandoned. Some of the politicians say 
that he could not have the nomination 
for Governoy if he wanted it. This is peeeesy 
untrue. The Democratic ieaders are feeling 
ood over the manner in which they tum- 
bed utler at Chicago, but should he seri- 
—- # enter the field they would find it’ difii- 
cult to lead the Democratic masses here, who 
are Butler men, ‘There is, therefore, reason 
for their uneasiness over Butler's intentions 
and delay in beginning the campaign.

PROSPECT THAT THE CONFERENCE 

Is IN VAIN. 

THE MEMBERS WAITING TO HEAR FROM 
THEIR GOVERNMENTS UPON AN IM- 
PORTANT POINT RAISED. 

Lonpon, July 29.—The Egyptian confer- 
ence met to-day at the Foreign Office in accord- 
ance with the arrangement made yesterday be- 
fore adjourning. The de'egates, however, had 
not yet received replies from their home Gov- 
ernments to the question which they telegraphed 
yesterday in relation toan important point that 
arose in the course of their discussions. As they 
were unprepared to take action before having 
heard from their respective Governments, the 
conference adjourned until Thursday. There 
appears to be no prospect of an agreement be- 
tween England and France with regard to Egyp- 
tian affairs. 

BERLIN, July 29.—At the meeting in Lon- 
don yesterday of the Egyptian conference Count 
yon Munster, German Ambassador to England,

LONDON, July 29.—In the House of Com- 
mons, this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone, in reply to 
a question of Mr. Labouchere'’s, said the Govern- 
ment had no intention of again moving the sec- 
ond reading of the Franchise bill, although the 
House of Lords had not formally rejected it. 
During the discussion of the appropriation for 
criminal prosecutions in Ireland in the House of 
Commons, Thomas Sexton, Homes Ruler, mem- 
ber for County Sligo, said he was surprised that 
the diminished crime in Treland had not reduced 
the amount required for this purpose. He urged 
the Government to renounce spies and informers, 
and dismiss Mr. Bolton, Prosecutor for the 
Crown in Ireland, from the public service.

‘A conference of Liberal delegates will be held 
in London to-morrow. There are indications of 
dissensions betweenthe members at the meet- 
ing. The majority desire to direct an attack 
upon the constitution of the House of 
Lords. They disapprove of the Ministerial 
decision to not make the House of Lords veto 
the Franchise bill. This is the chief point of 

agitation. The other section of the delegates 
will support a motion for the reform of the 
House of Lords. The Radicals are making ar- 
rangements for a demonstration at Hyde Park 
in favor of the abolition of the hereditary Goy- 
ernment. 


Betrast, July 29:—The authorities of the 
Trish National League have decided to postpone 
the Nationalist Convention which was called to 
meet in this city to-day. This action was taken 
on the understanding that, after Parliament is 
prorogued, Mr. Parnell will call a convention in 
every county in Northern Ireland. The Central 
Council of the League passed a resolution ex- 
pressing regret that Mr. Parnell had deeply 
wounded his Northern supporters by his attitude 
toward the Belfast Convention.

MATTERS IN FRANCE. 

Parris, July 29.—The debate on the re- 
vision of the Constitution was resumed to-day 
in the Senate. Prime Minister Ferry urged the 
Senate to accept Article VIII., but declined to 
say what the Cabinet would do incase the Senate 
rejected the article. The Senate, in spite of the 


Premier's plea, rejected the article. The Senate 
adopted the clause abolishing prayers at the be- 
ginning of its sessions. It passed the entire Re- 
vision bill with the exception of clause 8. It is ex- 

ected that the Chamber of Deputies will agree 

o the Senate's amendments. Acongress of both 
houses will be held Aug. 4 to discuss the whole 
question. 

Prime Minister Ferry addressed the Repub- 
lican majority of the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day, and asked their counsel concerning the 
Senate’s refusal to accept Article VIII. of the 
proposed revision of the Constitution. The 
Deputies appeared disposed to abandon the ar- 
ticle, but the majority of them refused to record 
this view until the Senacé had formally voted on 
the subject. 

President Grévy has been suffering from a 
fresh attack similar to the illness from which he 
suffered last year. ‘his has caused his triends 
great anxiety.

Judge Countryman, of Albany; Executor Board- 
man, the Hon. H.W. Sage, the Hon. S. D. Halliday, 
and Acting Treasurer Williams, of Ithaca, ap- 
peared forthe university, and C. P. Bacon, of 
Elmira, and Campand Sears, of Owego, for the 
contestants. lLieut.-Gov. Hill, counsel for 
Prof. Fiske,was unable to be present to-day. 

The first witness called by the contestants was 
Marion Grimes, a real estate broker of Brooklyn. 
He testified to his familiarity with the univer- 
sity’s Brooklyn property, the value of which in 
September, 1881, was $175,000. Cross-examination 
elicited the fact the property in nine blocks was 
from 6 to 20 feet above the grade of the street, 
and that the map introduced in evidence by tne 


contestants showed streets that did not exist. 
The witness knew of no sales of land 
adjoining the Brooklyn property in 1881. 
Property in that locality, witness stated, had 
been dull during the past four yvéars. Richard 
Carpenter, also a real estate broker in Brook- 
lyn, testified that the Brooklyn property, 
divided into lots, would be worth $18%,- 
000. On cross-examination he said there had 
been no demand for lots in that locality since 
1880. A boulevard, 160 feet wide. runs through 
the property and is the favori ite drive from Bed- 
ford-avenue to Prospect Park. 

At the afternoon session Morris Wilkins, a 

New-York real estate broker, testified that of 

the unoccupied university property in West- 
chester County 30 acres were worth $1,000 an 
acre for villa sites, or $200" an acre for 
farming. W. R. Brown, of White Plains, 
President of the Port Morris Land Improve- 
ment Company, said that 21 acres of the property 
were worth $1,100 an acre, and 9 acres $700 
an acre. The remainder, consisting of salt 
meadows, was worth about $25 an acre. 
H. N. Camp, a real estate’ broker of 
New-York and Appraiser for the Surrogate of 
New-York County, said the value of the West 
Chester property in September, 1881, was 
$1,000 an acre for the uplands. H. W. 
Mapes, a real estate broker of West Chester, 
testified that the 30 acres of uplands were worth 
$1,000 an acre in September, 183]. Thomas 
Stearns, areal estate broker in New-York, tes- 
tified to the same effect. 
. Thomas, architect, of New-York 
testified that the value of the Cor- 
nell University buildings in September, 1881, 
was as follows: Sage College, $135,000: 
Sage Chapel, $24,000; McGraw building. $113,- 
000: Sibley building, $2 6,000; North University 
building, $70,000; South’ University building, 
$66,500; Cascadilla-place, $70,000: the President's 
house, $45,000 to $50,000; frame laboratory, $13,- 
500; two barns, $7,000; old gymnasium, $1, 500; 
signal station, $200. 

Victor P. Chi uain, of Brooklyn, testified that 
the university lands in Brookly nin September, 
1881, were worth $172,000. Walter H. Mc- 
Culber, of Brooklyn, placed the value of the 
lands at $165,000, and Garrett Swift fixed their 
valuation at $180,006 

The hearing was ae adjourned until 9 o’clock 
to-morrow.

THE WANDERER THE WINNER—ACCIDENTS 


TO SEVERAL YACHTS 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 29.—A stiff breeze, 
dirty weather, numerous accidents, and a quick 
run were the experiences of the Eastern Yacht 
squadron in its run from New-Bedford to New- 
port this morning.

amed. The Latonia, Bedouin, and Gitana 
got under way some 15 minutes after 
the Commodore's craft. The Halcyon sailed 
at 10:20 and the Wanderer at 10:35, while the 
Thetis was the rear guard, getting under way at 
10:40. The Fortuna was the first to pass the 
Dumpling Light, getting abreast of it 
at 10:15, and passing Mishaum Ledge a 
half-hour later.

TO IMPROVE THE WELLAND CANAL. 

Ortrawa, Ontario, July 29.—The Railway 
Department has become convinced that the 
Welland Canal should be opened so as to give 14 
feet of water on the sills,and that this impor- 
tant work should be begun at an early date, and 
completed by the Spring of 1886. Much work 
has already been done with that end in view. 
Port Colborne and Port Dalhousie are now fin- 
ishea, so that vessels drawing 14 feet of water 
can enter. The foundations of all the perma- 
nent structures of the canal are ata proper depth, 
and what is needed is in some places to raise the 
banks so as to afford the requisite depth of 
water.

IRISHMEN FOR CLEVELAND. 
a A 
CONGRESSMAN M’ADOO ON MR. BLAINE’S 
FOREIGN POLICY, 

Lone Brancu, July 29.—Congressman 
McAdoo, of New-Jersey. represents a constitu- 
ency that is made up largely of citizens of Irish 
birth or Irish descent. He himself was born in 
Ireland; he is an active member of the Land 
League, and was commended by the Irish papers 
for his attitude in Congress toward the Morrison 
bill. ** The Blaine managers are making a strong 
effort to obtain the Irish vote,” he said yester- 
day, as he sat taking the sea air on the porch of 


the Atlantic Hotel here. ‘* From what 1 learned 
in Washington, i know that they will make a 
stronger endeavor, and that that will be indeed 
one of their settled lines of procedure. They will 
establish a propaganda and send missionaries 
throughout the country to preach Blaine to the 
Irish people.” ‘ 

** What sort of men will the missionaries be ?” 

* Professional saviors of lreland for the most 
part; their reward will be good salaries and good 
offices if Blaine should be elected. I do not be- 
lieve, however, that they will be very success- 
ful. When Blaine was first nominated very many 
Irish constituents had for him a vague sort of 
admiration. His aggressiveness and dash pleased 
the Celtic temperament. it was supposed that 
he was anenemy of England and a stanch de- 
fender of American citizens, of those by adop- 
tion as well as of those by birth. I say supposed, 
because to me, looking at the matter from the 
point of view adopted by those whose fancy 
was caught by these ideas, there is nothing 
on which to base them. Many Irishmen 
then resolved that they would vote for 
Blaine. Some of the leading Democrats in 
my own district were caught, and they told 
me that while tney would vote for me_they 
would also vote for the Republican candidate 
for President. As time wears on, however, that 
feeling is gradually dying out. Blaine’s stanch- 
est friends among the Irish now are confined al- 
most altogether to Irish extremists. Even to 
them his avoidance in his letter of acceptance of 
the matter on which they set most store has 
been like a wet blanket. I believe that finally 
few of them will vote tor him. The great ma- 
jority of conservative lrishmen—that is to say, of 
men who, while they would sacrifice their lives for 
their country, nevertheless do not countenance 
murder—have already become convinced of Mr. 
Blaine’s insincerity. His letter «f acceptance 
has shown them that he was simply juggling with 
the Irish people. They saw that, with the in- 
stinct of the trained politician, he ran from the 
Irish as soon as it became evident to him that 
the views which he was commonly supposed to 
hold with respect to foreign affairs were alienat- 
ing conservative Americans from him. Irishmen, 
like people of other nationalities, see that Mr. 
Blaine’s vau'ted foreign policy was a mean 
species of jingoism appet to the American 
Continent—a policy that would bully petty South 
American republics into giving us their trade 
whether they desired todo so or not. That is 
not at all what Irish-Americans wish. 

** Many of these people who have bolted from 
Cleveland, Irish and non-Irish, are men who 
have been worsted in petty local squabbles and 
have made Blaine’s pretended Americanism an 
excuse for leaving their party. The people who 
figure most conspicuously as Irish leaders of 
Irish-Blaine battalion's are men who have for 
years held snug political positions, in considera- 
tion of their always voting and working for the 
Republican machine ticket. That there is 
no reason why any Irishman should vote for 
Blaine, but many reasons why every Irishman 
should vote against him, will be made 
clear to the Irish people by the press, by speeches, 
and by way ot documents as the campaign 

progresses. Since the Blaine people have set out 
o capture the Irish vote, if possible, the Cleve- 
land managers are bound to do, and will do, all 
that they can to prevent them. It will be proved 
that he has shown a deference to the wishes of 
England; that he moved not an inch to help the 
Trish suspects; that he never raised his voice or 
his hand in aid of Ireland; that he was a pro- 
nounced advocate of Knownothingism, and that 
the people who are now angling to catch the 
Irish vote were yesterday the bitterest enemies 
of the Irish. I have not the least doubt that the 
Trish-American citizens will vote for Cleveland 
and Hendricks by an overwhelming majority.” 

“A strong effort is e2lso making to induce 
Catholic voters to support Blaine.” 

* Yes, but that will not amount to much. Al- 
though not a Roman Catholic Iam in constant 
intercourse with members of that communion. 
I do not believe that the Catholic Church would 
enter into politics. The priesthood is composed 
of wise and far-seeing men. They hold di- 
verse political views, as do other bodies, but for 
my own district I understand that for the most 

mart the clergy favor Mr. Cleveland, from the 
3ishop down.” 

“Do you know anything of Tammany?” 

“I met several Tammany leaders a day or two 
ago. The were non-committal, but they left the 
impression on my mind that they were really for 
Cleveland and only waiting until the local nomi- 
nations should be made to declare themselves. [I 
do not believe that Tammany Hall could be 
given over to Blaine without a revolt.” 

Mr. McAdoo added that at the mecting of the 
New-Jersey Committee next month Gen. Mc- 
Clellan, who, he said, is enthusiastically for 
Cleveland, will be put on the Electoral ticket.

THE CHINAMEN ORGANIZING.

WONG OHIN “FOO AROUSING THEM TO A 
SENSE OF THEIR DUTY AS CITIZENS. 


A novel meeting was held last evening at 
No. 82 Pell-street, when the naturalized China- 
men of New-York and vicinity met and organ- 
ized themselves into a political association. 
There were present about 50 Chinamen, half a 
dozen American sight seers, and two Malayan 
Chinamen, Li Quong, who is President of the 
Chinese Ciearmakers’ Union, was made tempora- 
ry Chairman of the meeting, and Wong Chin Foo 
Secretary. After a few preliminary remarks by 
the Chairman in reference to their first efforts in 
America to take an active part in polities and the 


necessity of unity in all matters concerning their 
dignity here as citizens, the Secret ry, ong. 
was introduced amid cries of “ Hear! hear!” 
He spoke substantially as follows: 

FELLOW COUNTRYMEN: I congratulate you 
heartily on this sudden movement on your part 
to obtain representation and recognition in 
American politics. We are a small drop in the 
mighty ocean of American politics, but small 
and insignificant as we are, I feel certain that 
had we only attended to this duty as citizens of 
this country we might have prevented the pas-

A YACHT RACE IN THE RAIN. 


THE FIRST PENNANT REGATTA OF THE 
KNICKERBOCKER CLUB.

Thesmaller boats dashed mer- 
rily through the water, tossing the spray all over 
the crews, and, well reefed, sped off on the way 
to Fort Schuyler. The Bon Ton was first to 
cross the line, closely followed by the Maggie 
and Nelly R. The big cabin sloops crossed later, 
and both were closely reef The rough 
weather continued to the Fort, but after 
turning Throgg’s Neck buoy the wind subsided 
a little, and the reefs began to be thrown out. 
On the return the yachts ran before the wind, 
and my skipped over the water. The Gracie had 
forged ahead soon after crossing the line, and 
she maintained her lead to the buoy, which she 
rounded first, with the Lizzie R. close behind. 
Of the small boats the Bon Ton lead the way, 
with two reefs in her sail. Coming back 
before the wind, the cabin sloops’ Flash 
and Undine de rapid strides over the 
waves with jib topsails set, but the 
Flash had started first and the Undine could not 
catch her. Nearly the same order of line was 
kept to the finish. The Gracie came in first at 
5:30:58, far ahead of the Gypsy of her own class 
and in front of larger boats. The Lizzie R. came 
in next at 5:43:05, with the Nellie R. next, 4 min- 
utes 45 seconds later. The cabin sloop Flash beat 
the Undine of her class by 2 minutes 144 seconds.

OATTLE PLAGUE IN RUSSIA. 
Odessa Letter to the London Daily News. 

The difficulties with which the Russian 
provincial authorities have to contend in their 
praiseworthy efforts to stamp outa pest which 
is the ruin alike of land and people are strikingly 
illustrated ina report published in the Russian 
Echo. The cattle plague is spreading un- 
checked in the Government of Samara. 
In order effectively to arrest its ravages a 
commission was recently dispatched’ to 


Nicolaievsk, consisting of a veterinary officer, 
olice officers, and servants, the latteras slaugch- 
erers, The tay showed much curiosity 
in the proceedings, and assembled in large num- 
bers at the place appointed by the commission 
near the town. Here large trenches were exca- 
vated for the reception of the carcases of the in- 
fected and slaughtered animals. By the veter- 
inary officer’s command, the cattle of the neigh- 
borhood were driven into an extensive in- 
closure. So far the various herdsmen 
and owners showed no inclination to inter- 
fere. The examination of the cattle proceeded, 
and already three animals had been condemned, 
slaughtered, and their carcases cast into the pits, 
when an extraordinary crowd of frenzied peasant 
women advanced from the town making horri- 
ble clangor with all manner of kitchen utensils. 
Behind the women came the men, armed 
with fireirons, bludgeons, flails, spades, &c. 
The proceedings of the commission 
were stopped. he officers endeavored to 
explain the absolute necuueey of his action, but 
all to no purpose. From high words they came 
to blows. The officer, who appeared especially 
to be marked out by the frantic amazons, found 
himself compellec to retreat across country. 
The police and servants followed, and not too 
soon for their own ote. Two young farm- 
ers in red shirts, powerfully built, well-mount- 
ed, and armed with iron bludgeons, rode hastily 
= in search of the unfortunate commission, 
which was now happily beyond the reach of the 
multitude. They accused the commission of 
slaughtering healthy animals, while they re- 
ceived only 8 rubles per head compensation. 
The women openly bewailed the escape of the 
officers, whom they swore they had intended to 
tear to pieces.

DR. KOCH AT LYONS WITH MICROBES. 
From a Lyons Dispatch to the London Daily 
Times. 

Dr. Koch was asked by the Lyons munici- 
pality to givé a public and gratis lecture on 
cholera. He agreed, and showed under the 
microscope microbes fetched from Toulon and 
Marseilles. They were half the size of those 
found in the bodies of persons who had died 
from typhoid, were favored in growth by 
alkali, and killed by acidity or dryness. Three 
hours of dryness he thought mortal to them. 
They were inoffensive inthe lungs, and to be 
baleful should be carried into the stomach. 
Opium he thought the bestfor early treatment. 
A strong stimulant might later be useful, but 
he was not, he said, able to indicate one. Chlo- 
rure of zinc. sulphate of iron, and even of mer- 
oury, were not efficacious, but he thought carbol- 
ic acid was. Nevertheless,the often washed his 
hands in Van Sweiten's fluid, which contained a 
thousandth part of bichlorure of mercury. 
When it was observed to him that the past im- 
munity of Lyons from cholera was at variance 
with his theory of dryness, the climate being 
damp and the city on a tongue of land where 
the Rhéne and Saéne meet, he ventured to think 
that freedom from epidemic was probably due 
to the excellence of the sewers. At the same 
time he feared that Lyons was too near 
by rail to Marseilles and Toulon to bespared this 
time. Cholera rarely attacked those the coat- 
ings of whose stomach and intestines were 
heaithy. There was no greater predisposing 
cause among the healthy than fear, whic ut 
once affected these organs, Scouring floors and 
furniture was not nearly so good a preservative 

as polishing and frequent dry rubbing. 
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LADIES MISTAKEN FOR PIGEONS.

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. George Rudlyn, wife 
of Capt. George Rudiyn, and her niece, Miss 
Annie Wilcox, were in an orchard attached to 
the family residence engaged in picking cherries, 
when they were startled by the loud report of a 
gun close at hand. Mrs. Rudlyn was nearly 
knocked from the stepladder by a sharp blow on 
her left side. Before she had recovered from her 


surprise her niece exclaimed, “I am shot!” and 
the blood gushed from a wound in her left 
elbow, where it was afterward seen the shot had 
entered froma gun fired by George Pilery. who 
was standing in his own garden. He fancied 
Mrs. Rudiyn’s dress was a pigeon, and blazed 
away at it over the fence. The ladies hastened 
into the house, where Mrs. Rudlyn found tnat 
her life had been spared by her corsets, nearly 
the whole charge having lodged among the steel 
ribs.

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‘TEXAS FEVER AMONG CATTLE: 


CATTLE KILLED AND QUARANTINED AT ALI. 
THE GREAT WESTERN DEPOTS. 

CurcaGo, July 29.—The arrival of a num- 
ber of sick cattle having been reported at the 
Union Stock Yards in this city, an examination 
was made by a number of veterinarians this 
morning. Thoy are not yet ready to submit an 
official report, but it was learned that they 
have agreed that the disorder is Texas fever, 
superinduced by drinking water strongly im- 
pregnated with alkal. The cattle have been 
securely quarantined and isolated. Thosein thé 
lot that are unaffected are to be slaughtered sub- 
ject to the inspection of the Health Depart- 
ment. Those that are unable to recover are 


; pee shot, and those that are *‘ droopy” will be 


held in quarantine for furthe: developments. 

Another train consisting of 12 cars, containing 
240 head of cattle, arrived this morning. They 
were branded the same as the herd which was 
found to be diseased yesterday, and are from 
Southwestern Kansas. Fifteen were found dead 
in the cars, 55 had been thrown out dead on the 
way, anda at many others were sick and had 
been trampled on, Dr. ren, the State Veter- 
inarian, and Dr. Dewolf, the City Heaith 
Commissioner, declare the trouble to be bloody 
murrain. ‘The entire herd, including those 
arrived yesterday, were ordered to. be killed, 
making inall about 500 head. The officials de- 
clare the cattle were evidently diseased before 
shipment, and from all that can be learned the 
entire herd was in the Kansas City stock yards 
80 days before shipment to this city. in view of 
the fact cattle will be thoroughly quarantined 
before killing, and it is not believed the trouble 
whether it is Texas fever or bloody murrain, will 
extend any further. 


St. Louts, Mo., July 29.—A dispatch from 
Roodhouse, Ill., says: “Sixteen carloads of 
cattle from Indian Territory arrived at the Chi- 
cago and Alton stock yards here Sunday night. 
Nineteen head had died on the road from 
Kansas City, and it was believed that the 
whole lot were infected with Texas fever. All 
that could stand up—I6 carloads—were for- 
warded to Chicago. The remainder—72 head— 
were dead Monday morning. Andy Jacobs, of 
Kansas City, who was in charge of the cattle, 
denied that they had Texas fever and said they 
had beer poisoned by eating loco weeds on the 
trail, but L. C. Tiffany, a veterinary surgeon 
trom Jacksonville. pronounced the disease Texas 
fever. The stock yards here were disinfected 
with lime, and cattle for Chicago by the Chicago: 
and Alton route were unloaded at Jacksonville 
instead of at Roodhouse. The matter has caused’ 
great excitement among cattleand railroad men. 


TopEeKA, Kan.. July 29.—N. A. Adams, of 
Manhattan, purchased 200 head of Colorado 
steers at Kansas City last week, and 30 head of 
them have died with Spanish or Texas fever. 
One carload was stop here, and of these six 
have died. The others were taken to Manhat- 
tan and are quarantined in the shipping pens: 
there. Up to 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 25 
had died. Stock men are greatly excited. In 
answer to a telegram, Gov. Glick has sent the 
State Veterinary Surgeon, Dr. Holcomb, to in- 
vestigate the trouble. 


Kansas City, July 29.—Concerning the 
report of the presence of the Texas cattle fever 
in the stock yards here, the officials state that a 
consignment of cattle was received here from 
the Indian Territory which were affected with 
Spanish or Texas fever, though it was not known, 
at the time. A portion of them wentto Manhat- 
tan, Kan., and the remainder to Chicago. The 
yards here have been thoroughly disinfected, and 
as far as is known there are no other cases of the 


disease here.

A VERDICT AGAINST THE EVIDENCE. 

Nyack, N. Y., July 29.—The first Nyack 
liquor case was tried here to-day. It was that of 
the Law and Order Association against Lawrence 
McMahon, who was charged with selling liquor 
without a license on June I, 13, and 14. All day 
yesterday was dccupied in getting a jury and re- 
sulted ina panel that the people had little confi- 


dence in. It was evident that the constable who 
selected the jury had a strong leaning toward the 
liquor sellers, for among those chosen by him 
and rejected by the court were three sons of men 
engaged in the liquor business. Others of like 
character were selected by the constable, 
while men who are known to be fair were 
passed by. The trial opened this morning and 
the prosecution presented two witnesses, both of 
whom arein the employ of Anthony Comstock, 
and both of whom testified that they had on 
three occasions purchased liquor at McMahon's. 
The defense did not ane forward a single wit- 
ness, and McMahon himself was not even put on 
the stand Mf his counsel, yet the jury brought in 
a verdict of not guilty.

CONDITION OF IOWA CROPS. 
FAIRFIELD, Iowa, July 29.—The officia: 
report of the Secretary of the Iowa State Agri- 
cultural Society, embracing the condition of the 
crops from June 15 to July 29, inclusive, shows 


the condition of corn to be 117 per cent., an in- 
crease of 5 per cent. over the former report;

A few of 
the Spring wheat districts report some damage 
by chinch bugs, but the crop is too far advanced 
to create alarm from their ravages. Winter 
barley, 98 per cent.; Spring barley, 104 per cent.; 
Winter rye, 98 per cent.; Spring rye, 98 per cent., 
and oats, 99 Pan cent.,a decrease of 4 per cent, 
from the former report. The crop is badly 
lodged in localities from wind and rain. Wind 
and hail storms are reported from 41 counties as 
doing damage to crops. In some localities the 
damage is complete, but in other localities, with 
favorable weather, the corn crop will recover.

Our Washington dispatches say that 
Gen. Hazen, who continues to be annoyed, 
declared positively yesterday that ‘‘ Lieut. 
GREELY’s suggestions were followed to 
the letter, and that he [GREELY] did 
not suggest any deposit of provisions at 
Cape Sabine,” on the west side of Smith’s 
Sound. Thisstatement is additional proof 
that Gen. Hazen is unfit to remain at the 
head of the Signal Service Bureau. In 
GREELY’s memorable letter of Aug. 17, 
1881, he said, with reference to .the pro- 
posed relief’expedition of 1882: “A depot 
(No. A) should be made at a permanent 
point on the east coast of Grinnell Land 
(west side of Smith’s Sound or Kennedy 
Channel,)” and carefully specified the 
several kinds of provisions that should be 
placed there. In the same letter, referring 
to the proposed relief expedition of 1883, 
he said that the vessel should duplicate 
this depot “‘ at two different points, one of 
which should be between Cape Sabine 
and Bache Island, the other to be an in- 
termediate depot between two depots al- 
ready established,” in order that there 
might be seven depots on the Grinnell 
Land coast, not including the depot at 
Cape Hawks. There was also to bea de- 
pot at Littleton Island, on the other side, 
but the Winter station at Lifeboat Cove 
was not to be established until the food 
should have been placed in the depots on 
the west side of Smith’s Sound. If Gen. 
HAZEN will turn to the published record 
of ‘the Proteus court of inquiry, he will 
find a copy of this letter, and a great 
many Official opinions concerning his own 
blunders, which ought to have caused his 
retirement from the'ofiice which he still 


holds. 

Congressman McAboo, of New-Jersey, 
avho is an Irishman by birth and a mem- 
ber of the Land League, declares his be- 
lief that BLarne’s Irish missionaries will 
have very little success in winning votes 
for the “aggressive” candidate. Those 
whom the Irish voters are wont to follow 
understand well enough that the pretense 
that BLAINE is especially their friend is all 
humbug. He was not only in the Know 
Nothing movement years ago, but he 
has never done anything since «to 
win the admiration and support of. 
Irish-Americans. As Secretary of State 
he did nothing, and tried to do nothing, 
for the Irish, his cheap jingoism being 
confined to this continent. The tameness: 
of his letter of acceptance on the subject, 
of citizens abroad on “lawful errands” ’ 
has damped what Irish enthusiasm, 
there was to start with, and the develop- 
uments of the canvass are not likely to help

There is some significance in the report 
from London of a meeting held yesterday 
to promote the federation of the British 
colonies. Among the conspicuous men at 
the meeting were Mr. FoRSTER, Mr. W. H. 
SmiTH, and Lord ROSEBERY, and it was re- 
solved to form a federation society. Such 
a movement is a confession that the colo- 
nial policy of Great Britain for some years 
past has been a mistake, and though two 
of the three organizers of the project 
whose names are given are Liberals, it 
must be confessed that the greater share 
of responsibility for the mistake belongs 
to the Liberal Party. The mistake of 
relaxing the bonds of union between the 
mother country and the colonies until 
they are practically no bonds at all has 
been brought about by the exigencies of 
Puimadiae government. In‘order to 
make a good showing in a budget the ex- 
penses of the colonies have been cut off 
whenever they were calculated to annoy 
the British taxpayer, to whom the com- 
mercial advantages of the imperial rela- 
tion, though far greater than the bur- 
dens, did not make so direct and 
forcible an appeal. The most nat- 
ural and feasible method of _ es- 
tablishing colonial federation would be 
to establish closer relations with the 
mother country, since their common rela- 
tion to Great Britain is the only possible 
bond of union between such countries as 
Canada and Australia, whose interests are 
as diverse as possible when they are not 
directly opposed. It will be interesting to 
observe what progress the scheme of 
colonial federation makes in the hands of 
politicians who, as DISRAELI absurdly ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘ challenge the expediency of 
the imperial character of the realm.” 





The agents of the Anchor Line of 
steamships have acted very unwisely in 
coming into unnecessary collision with 
the Commissioners of Emigration. They 
refused to take back the assisted pauper 
emigrants brought in by the Furnessia on 
Friday last, having already obtained clear- 
ance papers for the vessel before being 
notified todo so. But they violated their 
contract with the Commissioners, and 
showed a disregard for their obligations 
which was unwise, because it is in the 
power of the board to cause them much 
annoyance by insisting upon an inspection 
of emigrant passengers hereafter before 
they are landed. It would be for the in- 
terest of the line to retrieve their mistake 
by returning the paupers without unnec- 
essary delay, for they will have no sym- 
pathy in any effort to evade the law. 


The suspicion that the French authori- 
ties have been unwilling to let the whole 
truth be told about the ravages of the 
cholera in the Mediterranean cities is con- 
firmed by the cable dispatch of our corre- 
spondent to-day. The first death from 
cholera at Toulon occurred on June 4. 
Twenty days later we received on thisside 
the Atlantic the first information of the 
existence of the disease there. The total 
number of deaths in the 55 days since the 
outbreak is said by our correspondent 
to be 2,300, an average of a little 
more than 40 a. day, which is very 
much greater than the number reported 
in the press dispatches, as itis only within 
the last two weeks that the number of 
deaths reported daily have exceeded 
15 or 20. The details which our dis- 
patch gives of the successive phases of 
the disease, and of the treatment adopted 
by French} physicians, will be found 
extremely interesting. There is now very 
good reason to hope that the epidemic 
will not extend beyond the frontiers of 
France during the present Summer at 
least, but it must be remembered that the 
germs are very persistent, and it is as- 
serted on good medical authority that here 
in America our danger will be nearly as 
great next Summer as during the actual 
prevalence 6f the disease in the French 
cities this year. 


THE MAN AND THE PARTY. 


The brief speech of Gov. CLEVELAND in 
reply to the committee which formally 
notified him of his nomination as the 
Democratic candidate for President is 
highly characteristic of the man. It ex- 
pressed his deep devotion to the interests 
of the people and his “‘ anxious desire to 
perform well the part” which has been 
assigned to him. This is the keynote of 
his entire official career, and has given 
him the clearness of purpose and the firm- 
ness,and courage in action which are his 
distinguishing characteristics as a servant 
of the public. He has never recognized 
the claims of individuals nor the advan- 
tages of party as something distinct from 
the public interest, and to be promoted at 
its expense, and he has always shown an 
anxious desire to perform well the part as- 
signed him. 

Gov. CLEVELAND declares that he isa 
Democrat because he believes that the 
idea that the conduct of public affairs is 
a sacred trust from the people to be asked 
for by a party only ‘‘ with a firm resolve 
to administer it faithfully and well” lies 
at the foundation of true Democracy. He 
has kept the faith because he believes that, 
“rightly and fairly administered and ap- 
plied, Democratic doctrines and measures 
will insure the happiness, contentment, 
and prosperity of the people.” He lays 
the greatest stress upon this idea of devo- 
tion to the people’s interests as a funda- 
mental doctrine of the party, and upon the 
necessity of a pledge ‘‘to give to those 
who trust us the utmost benefits of a pure 
and honest administration of national 
affairs.” It would be very easy to show 
how far short of this ideal the Democratic 
Party has come under the leadership of 
the last twenty-five years. It might also 
be noted that the purposes here set forth 
are substantially those professed by every 
political party which in this country in- 
vites the confidence of the people, and it 
could be shown how far below the ideal 
the record has fallen where public trust 


has been reposed in parties. 


The significant point just.now’is that, 


the candidate of one party is deeply im- 
pressed with the idea that public adminis- 
tration isa sacred trust derived from the 
peovle. and has shown — himself to be. 


guided by a “‘ firm resolve to administer it 
faithfully and well” so far as it is reposed 
inhim. It is an advantage to Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND that his political career has never 
in the slightest degree been identified with 
the record of the Democratic Party in its 
disgraceful departure from what he 
assumes to be its ‘‘ underlying prin- 
ciples.” He has had nothing to do 
with its mistakes or its corruption. 
He draws his inspiration from the 
ideal which has been so long and so 
persistently falsified not by his party 
alone but in no small degree by all par- 
ties. What he calls Democratic doctrine 
is simply the essential doctrine of a gov- 
ernment by the people. To it all parties 
profess to adhere, their differences appear- 
ing in their practical treatment of ques- 
tions which arise in the administration of 
public interests. His position is that which 
any candidate, whatever his party, ought 
to occupy, that of honesty and fidelity in 
the public service. It so happens, how- 
ever, that this is the vital issue of the 
present canvass because one of the candi- 
dates, judged by his past conduct in pub- 
lic life, does not represent that position. 
In reality Gov. CLEVELAND expresses his 
own faith and his own purposes rather 
than those of his party as they have been 
exhibited in past times, and he attributes to 
that party an ideal character derived from 
his own conception of what it ought to be. 
But any party is what it is made by the 
men who guide it and who act forit. The 


fact that Mr. CLEVELAND’s conceptions are. 


so much higher and better than his party 
shows that in nominating him it has 
reached toward a more exalted standard 
than it has heretofore maintained and 
taken along step away from the record of its 
past. It has at all events put forward as 
its candidate a man who is eminently fit 
to be trusted and whose election would not 
only compel his own party to a higher 
standard of political action but would 
force its opponents to turn back from the 
fatal error which they have committed 
and seek public confidence by placing their 
purest and best men in places of responsi- 
bility and trust. It is a misfortune that a 
political contest should turn not upon the 
principles of parties but upon the charac- 
ters of candidates. But so long as this 
must be the case, there is no room for 
doubt that the choice of the people should 
be the man who has shown himself honest 
and faithful wherever he has been tried, 
and has an exalted conception of the trust 
implied in placing the public interests in 
the keeping of a party. 


A PERTINENT SUGGESTION. 


** Horses are of all articles the easiest to 
steal,” says the Economist, of London, in 
discussing ‘‘ Pecuniary Corruption in 
America,” ‘‘ but there are districts within 
the Union where horses are never stolen, 
because horse stealers are the only crimi- 
nals certain to be hanged.” And it adds: 
‘* A little more steady severity, such as the 
masses will before long insist on, will 
greatly tend to solidify American securi- 
ties.” The article from which these re- 
marks are cited is a friendly one, and very 
moderate in tone, but it sets forth plainly 
what is now an unquestionable fact, that 
American credit abroad has suffered far 
more by the disclosure of unpunished dis- 
honesty in our financial institutions, 
in the last three months, than by any- 
thing else. It was bad enough that 
the values of our so-called securities 
should have fluctuated so violently 
that the banks of New-York should have 
felt bound to recur to the extraordinary 
measure of mutual and joint insurance to 
protect themselves from any sudden out- 
burst of public distrust, and that the Sec- 
retary of the United States Treasury should 
have deemed himself called upon to cast 
the supposed great weight of his action 
into the scale to prevent a general down- 
fall. All these things were of themselves 
sufficient to make sober and intelligent 
investors in other countries hesitate before 
throwing their money into what had the 
appearance of being the maelstrom of 
Wall-street. But there was something 
much more serious in the evidence that 
came to light that the management of our 
financial institutions was not of a kind to 
prevent such gross and clumsy frauds as 
those of ENo and Fish and their compan- 
ions and imitators. In private life a busi- 
ness man can stand for much longer time 
the repute of being rash or incompetent 
than the repute of being liable to fits of 
absolute dishonesty. The samerule works, 
but more strongly, in the case of corpora- 
tions and their Trustees. 

The chief defect in our financial man- 
agement is not, however, after all, so 
much the lack of real honor as the lack of 


courage on the part of those who are up-- 


doubtedly honorable. We have frequent- 
ly called attention to the timid patience 
with which the managers of the strong 
banks in the New-York Clearing House, 
of the banks which confine themselves 
rigidly to legitimate business, have borne 
almost without complaint, and entirely 
without efficient resistance, the conse- 
quences of the faulty conduct of others 
who prefer to make more money by tak- 
ing greater risks. The very tone of char- 
acter which leads these gentlemen to be 
cautious and conservative in their own 
affairs, and still more in those of 
other people intrusted to their care, un- 
fits them to take the resolute steps 
necessary to resist successfully the restless 
and reckless energy of their associates, 
whocount the gain rather than the danger. 
And what happens on a large scale in the 
Clearing House happens not infrequently 
in the several banks that are members of 
that association and in other corporations, 
The few who have much daring and little 
scruple dominate the others who are disin- 
clined equally to do anything positively 
wrong themselves and to oppose what 
they fear is wrong, but what appears 
plausible, in others. Yet in the long run 
it is these cautious and quiet men who 
pay the reckoning. When the crash comes 
and the public know what the dashing 
few have done it is the quiet majority 
who have let the few entangle them that 
have to bear at once the loss and the dis- 
credit. 

Now, the law can do nothing, or, at 
most, it can do very little inthis state of 
affairs, The law, like the gods of the an- 


cients, can help only those who help them- 
selves, It can place a weapon within 
reach; it cannot make people grasp it or 
use it. The community wonders to-day 
why such cases as those of ENo and FisH 
have brought no one to punishment. But 
it is not the fault of the law. It is the 
fault of the men who have been cheated 
and plundered, as it was their fault in the 
first instance that the cheating and the 
plundering were possible. A little more 
steady severity is precisely what the 
situation demands and what ultimate- 
ly we shall have. Men will not 
forever be contented to see their 
property stolen and their reputation 
smirched through the transactions 
of a few ‘‘smart” companions who, by 
their energy and boldness, contrive to take 
the lead in common enterprises. In the 
meantime we venture to suggest to those 
who are impatient with the present dis- 
creditable management of corporations in 
the United States to look, each one, care- 
fully into his own affairs, and to find out 
how far he is really responsible, as a share- 
holder, a depositor, a director, or a cred- 
itor of any corporation with which he may 
have relations, for the abuses which ex- 
ist; to ask himself how much and how ac- 
curately he is informed in regard to its 
affairs, and how much he prefers his own 
easeand comfort to the unpleasant and 
perhaps difficult maintenance of his sub- 
stantial rights. 


DYNAMITE REPUBLICANS. 


Chickering Hall was crowded by a 
most enthusiastic gathering on Monday 
night. But crowds and enthusiasm are 
not so rare here that we need be lost in 
wonder at that fact. The significance of 
the occasion is that it purported to be a 
meeting of Irishmen favorable to the elec- 
tion of Mr. BLAINE as President. If the 
New-York Irish are really going to vote 
for BLAINE and against CLEVELAND, Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike are inter- 
ested to get early intelligence of so singu- 
lar afact. For our part we see scant signs 
of such a thing in the demonstration of 
Monday. The audience certainly showed 
genuine hatred of the haughty Briton. 
But we see no logical connection between 
that and voting for the man—we mean Mr. 
BLAINE—who approved the course of Min- 
ister LOWELL regarding the imprisoned 
Irish suspects. 

This talk about Irish Republicans was 
last heard of in 1880, but we never heard 
(after the election) that Mr. GARFIELD was 
elected by the votes of Tammany, as it ap- 
pears Mr. BLAINE must be if he is to be 
elected at all. Pretty soon there will be a 
ratification meeting here in favor of Mr. 
CLEVELAND, and we venture to say that its 
quality, its size, and its ardor will show 
to Mr. BLAINE’s managers the difference 
between real and pretended support. At 
the close of the meeting on Monday a 
telegram from Mr. BLAINE to a leading 
dynamiter was read. It expressed Mr. 
BLaIne’s thanks for the _dynamiter’s 
“friendly assurance,” and the “ Irish- 
American independents” cheered. If Mr. 
BuaInE is to work his way in this enter- 
prise, if heis not to be a deadhead, Ameri- 
cans will have cause for alarm. 


AMERICAN CATTLE ABROAD. 


It is not clear what is the disease with 
which seventy cattle died yesterday on 
their way from Kansas City to Chicago, and 
with which twelve carloads of cattle were 
more or less infected. Some experts say 
that it was the result of drinking alkaline 

‘water, while others insist that it was 

Texas fever. Itis evident only that the 
disease is a very serious matter for the 
cattle men, and that we ought to have 
some authoritative decision what and how 
dangerous it is, and what precautions 
should be taken to prevent it from spread- 
ing. | 

It seems that there is an official in Kan- 
sas called the State Veterinary Surgeon, 
who has been requested by the Governor 
to investigate and report. But the opin- 
ion of an official of one State, especially 
a State so largely interested as Kansas in 
the breeding of cattle for export, is not all 
that the case requires. Nobody needs to 
be told that there. are very good reasons 
why the health of the animals we raise 
for European markets should be above 
suspicion, The authorities of Great Brit- 
ain have excluded American neat cattle 
from British markets, and the authorities 
of Germany and France have excluded 
American pork from the markets of 
their countries, ostensibly upon sanitary 
grounds, but really because the author- 
ities represent the classes whose interest 
it is that the people should not be able to 
buy imported meat cheaper than the do- 
mestic article. Anything that tends to 
lessen the transparency of the sanitary 
pretext for this protectionist exclusion 
would be a great boon to these people and 
a corresponding mischief to the cattle 
growers of this country. The outbreak of 
a cattle disease at Chicago will have this 
effect. It will enable the British Privy 
Council and the German Reichsrath to de- 
clare, with a great deal of plausibility, that 
so long as no guarantees of the soundness 
of their products are given by the export- 
ers it is necessary for them to protect their 
countrymen, either by a rigid system of 
inspection or by an absolute exclusion of 
the imported cattle or meats. 

In order to meet this the exporters 
should themselves provide a system of 
inspection, They can abundantly afford 
to pay for the services of men whose sci- 
entific eminence would give weight to 
their certificates—men of equal eminence 
with those employed upon the special com- 
mission appointed by the Secretary of State. 
Such a commission, to sit permanently, 
might be appointed by the Government at 
the request and at the expense of the deal- 
ers, and should have power to stop the ex- 
port, whenever any disease appeared that 
threatened to injure the wholesomeness of 
American beef and pork, until the facts 
could be exactly ascertained and reported. 

This system of inspection might with 
great benefit be extended to the trade in 
American dairy products. This trade was 
a few years ago in a very promising con- 
dition. It has been very seriously injured 
by the efforts of the adulterators, who 
have imitated honest butter and cheese 
with the abominations of oleomargarine 


and “‘lard cheese.” If the dairymen were 
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to employ, through the Siate or other- 
wise, a body of experts to certify to the 
genuineness of their wares, the justifiable 
distrust in foreign markets of American 
dairy products might in time be removed, 
and the trade be made to fulfill its early 
promise, if it were found that the offi- 
cial certificate really meant something. 
However this may be, the export trade 
in pork and cattle is an object of national 
importance, and it behooves the men en- 
gaged in it to take steps toward securing 
their own interests by furnishing an un- 
impeachable guarantee of the harmless- 
ness of what they wish to sell abroad. 


STANLEY. 


Mr. STANLEY has returned from Africa 
and apparently intends to spend the rest 
of his life in a civilized land. Among Af- 
rican explorers he is easily the greatest. 
His great journey from Zanzibar to the 
mouth of the Congo was the longest and 
the most hazardous journey that has yet 
been made through the dark continent. 
It was also the most important to science, 
since STANLEY not only surveyed and 
mapped the two great lakes, Victoria and 
Tanganyika, but he also settled the question 
of the alleged outlet of Tanganyika and 
traced the whole unexplored course of the 
Congo, thus establishing its identity with 
the Lualaba. No previous nor subsequent 
African explorer can compare with STAN- 
LEY in the extent and value of his geo- 
graphical discoveries. But, not content 
with his work as an explorer, STANLEY 
has since built roads and established trad- 
ing stations along the Congo, and thus 
made the vast interior of the continent ac- 
cessible. This part of his work will prove 
to be of incalculable value, and it gives 
him rank among the greatest philanthro- 
pists of the race. 

If STANLEY returns to this country he 
should be received in a way that will 
show that his countrymen understand 
and appreciate the greatness of his achieve- 
ments. The American newspaper corre- 
spondent has proved himself at once the 
greatest and most beneficent of explorers 
—a traveler whose journey surpassed in 
danger and difficulty the voyage of Co- 
LUMBUS; a conquerer whose victory over 
the obstacles of nature was won in the in- 
terests of peace and civilization, and was 
therefore grander than the conquests of 
CorTEZ and Pizarro. Let him find when, 
gray haired and prematurely old from 
hardship and suffering, he comes back to 
his native land that for once a prophet is 
not without honor in his own country. 


We learn from the columns of the Trib- 
une that after it had assailed Mr. BLAINE 
in 1872 for his supposed connection with 
a certain transaction involving the distri- 
bution of a large number of shares of 
Leavenworth, Pawnee and Western stock 
among Congressmen it suddenly with- 
drew the charge, “‘into which it was led 
by clerical errors in certified copies of 
documents”! The withdrawal was made 


on Oct. 11, a few days after the Repub-’ 


lican victories in the Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania elections had opened the eyes of 
the person then in charge of the Tribune to 
the very dangerous character of the 
ground upon which the paper and its can- 
didate were standing. There were fur- 
ther retractions of charges made against 
Mr. BLAINE—also upon “‘ clerical errors,” 
no doubt—in the Tribune of Jan. 3, 1873. 
But was it through a “ clerical error” 
that the Tribune more than a year later, 
on June 19, 1874, made the following 
charge against .its present candidate: 
“Mr. Buaine, with ‘ distinguished abil- 
ity,’ appointed a committee on that 
subject, [civil service reform,] which 
strangled the reform and . scalped 
it,’ and. then executed a war dance 
over it”? And was it some wretched 
blundering clerk that betrayed it into the 
following severe remarks concerning Mr. 
BLAINE on May 81, 1876: “He is at all 
times a partisan, and too much imbued 
with the prejudices and habits of partisan- 
ship to make an ideal President or an 
ideal candidate, and it is true, too, as. has 
been once or twice said, that he has been 
in a conspicuous and influential position 
in Congress for many years and has not 
urged any measure of reform or protested 
against bad government and corrupt ad- 
ministration” ?

HEROISM IN JOURNALISM.

THE ‘TIMES’S” CORRESPONDENT’S VISIT TO 
TOULON AND MARSEILLES, _ 
From the Rochester Democrat, July 23. 

We publish elsewhere a considerable por- 
tion of a most interesting cable dispatch from 4 
staff correspondent of THe New-York TIMES, 
giving an account of a five days’ trip he made to 
the south of France, and including in his inspec- 
tion the purlieus, the hospitals, and the ceme« 
teries of Marseilles and Toulon at the height of 
the cholera epidemic in those two fated cities. 

We may pause at the outset to render our meed 
of acknowledgment to the hero who thus, for 
the saxe of presenting accurate information for 
the readers of a great journal, boldly enters the - 
Plague-infected region and visits its most forbid- 
ding localities. This we hold requires a larger 
measure of personal courage than that which in- 
spives the soldier upon the battlefield, for it lacks 
that element of excitement which spurs the 
armed man to duty and to daring. It lacks the 
companionship, the esprit du corps of heroism. 
It confronts a very present but a very intangible 
and indetinablé peril. It demands the coolest 
head and the most unshaken nerves. There is, 
of course, that insensibility to and eee in 
the presence of the pestilence which Eugene Sue 
describes so vividly in “ The Wandering Jew”— 
the frenzied dissipation amid the carnival of 
death—but this kind of defiance is the lowest 
type of fatalism, stolid, ignorant, reckless. The 
tour of \the correspondent is that of an’educated 
gentleman who My ger all the dangers of 
the situation, bas ali his wits about bim, and is 
mainly intent upon doing a real service to hu- 
manity, whatever may be the result to himself; 
and herein is exhibi one of the loftiest types 
of heroism. If we honor the warrior, returning 
with the laurels of victory, shall we not also 
honor him who traverses the region which death 
has claimed for his own, and out.of his very jaw 
wrest the secrets of the plague in the interest of 
science, for the weal of imperiled thousands ? 

True heroism always cordially confesses the 
heroism of others, and we are not, therefore, 
surprised to find that the brave soul who walks 
unflinchingly in the footsteps of death fully 
recognizes the fidelity and sacrifices of the con- 
seecrated physicians and sisterhoods who aro 
——. the cholera within the hospital wards 
where the has fullest sway. A nurse heldin 
her arms by an open window a dying babe 18 
months old. In the cemetery stood a blanch- 
faced, yet resolute priest. intent on his holy call- 
ing, surrounded by a gang of swart, bare-chest- 
ed, brigandish looking laborers, who bore the 
sombre coffins. Suchare bits of description from 
the ene narrative revealing the lofty dedica- 
tion which, amid the prevailing miseries and 
selfishness relieves the terrible situation of much 
of its inhumanity, and of something of its hor- 
ror.

THE FIRST FULL AND GRAPHIC ACCOUNT, 
From the Watertown Times, July 28. 

Harold Frederic, the European corre< 
spondent of THE NEW-YORK Tres, gives the 
American Republic the first full and graphic ac- 
count of the ravages of the cholera epidemic in 
Toulon, Marseilles, and Arles. He spent five 
days in the afflicted district, visited every room 
in every cholera hospital existing in Marseilles 
and Toulon, saw the wretched people dying in 
hospitals and their own hovels,and buried at 
night in the cemeteries by the light of torches 
and lanterns.

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W.E. SCOVIL HYPOTHECATES HIS 
EMPLOYER'S SECURITIES. 

VIS DISHONESTY CAUSES DE WOLF & SWAN’S 
FAILURE—FORGERY AND FLIGHT WHEN 
DISCOVERED—OVER $300,000 GONE. 

The suspension of De Wolf & Swan, the 
stock brokers, it has transpired, was due to the 
swindling operations of Mr. William E. Scovil, 
who has defrauded the firm by means of forged 
powers of attorney, accompanying the certifi- 
tates of stock lodged with them as margin for 
nis enormous operations. The disclosures of the 
extent and character of Scovil'’s speculations 
show that the amount involved will be very 
large—at least $300,000 or $400,000—and that in 
nis methods he was a not unworthy disciple of 
the young Napoleon of finance now languishing 
in Ludlow-Street Jail. Scovil has been for the 
past 12 yearsa clerk for Messrs. Lord, Day & Lord, 
the lawyers, of No. 120 Broadway. He wasan ex- 
pert stenographer, and for several years had 
been detailed especially to attend to the business 
of Mr. Henry Day, the senior member of the 
firm, and in that way he became fully acquainted 
with that gentleman's affairs. 

The firm kept all their own property and that 
of their clients in the vaults of a safe de- 
posit company, while Mr. Day had his, for the 
sake of convenience, in a box in the large iron 
safe, which stands close by his office desk. Scovil 
was paida very handsome salary, and had ac- 
cumulated a modest competence. About three 
years ago he began to speculate in stocks and 
real estate, at first in a small way, but soon on an 


enormous scale. The brokers with whom he 
dealt all concur in saying that he was generally 
supposed to be acting in joint account with Mr. 
Day, a belief that was strengthened by the fact 
that he occupied a separate office adjoining that 
of Mr. Day, and was in the Street most of his 
time. He was a good deal in the subscribers 
room of the Stock Exchange, to the privileges of 
which he subscribed about three years since. 

Scovil’s operations were very largely against 
stock privileges, of which he was probably the 
largest buyer in the Street. Amongthe brokers 
employed by him were De Wolf & Swan, Dens- 
low, Easton & Herts, Charles Garlichs, and Will- 
jam C. Dornin. With all these he had carried on 
business during the last three years, but all of 
them, with.the exception of De Wolf & Swan, 
bad ceased operating for him within the past 
fourmonths. All these firms speak of him in 
the highest terms, and declare him to have 
been a model customer, always prompt with 
margins when required, and one who invariably 
kept his promises and agreements, no matter 
what the circumstances were. According to the 
brokers no suspicion existed until Saturday that 
his operations were not on jointaccount with Mr. 
Day, or for that a. account solely. It 
is said that Scovil wasin the habit of bringing 
checks to them, signed by Mr. Day, to whom 
also statements of the accounts of the operations 
were regularly sent, notwithstanding the fact 
that the speculations were always carried on in 
Scovil’s name. 

The results of his operations are said to have 
been unprofitable, yet he drew out large sums 
from the brokers, leaving the securities with the 
forged powers of attorney attached as security. 
These funds, when drawn, appear to have been 
used in real estate operations. He bought large- 
ly of Brooklyn > gga property, on which 
he proceeded to build. Among other purchases 
were nine lots on Carroll-street, one on Seventh- 
avenue, on which he erected a row of handsome 
buildings, he himself cogap7ins the corner’ 
house, which is valued at $60,000. This he fur- 
nished in very costly fashion, and his neighbors 
all thought him to be a man of large means. 
Every day he drove over to the city in a hand- 
some turnout, which frequently awaited his re- 
turn in the afternoon. 

Scovil’s name was made prominent about two 
months since by a suit for $205,000 he brought. 
against Mr. James R. Keene on privileges of the 
latter held by him, and on which he claimed to 
have lost the amount named. Mr. Keene, who is 
defending the suit, is out of town, and it was 
Impossible yesterday to ascertain the present 
status of the suit. At the timeof Mr. Keene's 
failure Scovil is said to have had an enormous in- 
terest in the market, deeming himself secured by 
the privileges which’ thus became of little or no 
protection to him. , 
The methods of Scovi!’s operations were sim- 
= but bold. He had been given no key to the 

ox containing Mr. Day's securities, but it is 
thought that he had one fashioned to fit the 
lock, so that he could possess himself from time 
to time, as occasion demanded, of the certificates 
of stocks which he knew it contained. Being 
aware that Mr. Day was a very careful man, 
who freqnently examined his securities, as soon 

she had taken any of them he had skillfully 
ithographed or engraved copies of them. 
made, which he filled up to correspond 
with the ones taken, so that Mr. Day 
in looki them .over would not notice 
their a ction. These copies, althouch 
very well done, on close inspection clearly show 
their fraudulent character. It has not been _as-: 
certained by whom these copies were made, but’ 
pnerw were required that it is evident that 
covil must have been obliged to employ the 
services of some skillful engraver. ith the, 
enuine certificates in his nega Scovil 
ldly forged Mr, Day’s sign re to powers of: 
attorney, thus making them negotiable and 
enabling him toopen heavy accounts with the 
brokers named. Mr. Day said yesterday that so, 
well done were the imitations of his signature 
that he would unhesitatingly have pronounced 
them his own were he not certain that he had 
never signed any of the papers. 

On Saturday afternoon Scovil-was at his office, 
but be disappeared simultaneously with a notice 
received from De Wolt & Swan, that some of. 
the collaterals lodged with them were irregular.- 
It appears that the firm on that day took up a 
large loan, among the collaterals for which was 
some stock of the United States Trust Company. 
Messrs. De Wolf & Swan being in need of 
funds sent this stock to the trust company for 
transfer, and were met witn the statement that 
its transfer had been sto , as the power of 
attorney was a forgery. Mr. Scovil was informed 
and he disappe immediately. At the 
trust company’s office yesterday it was 
stated that the stock in question was 
not the property of Mr. Day, but of another 

rson from whom the notice for its deten- 
jon had been received. Messrs. De Wolf & 
Swan at once suspected the fraudulent charac- 
ter of their client's operations,and Mr. Day, 
who was out of town, was at once acquainted, 
with the facts. He returned to the city and at 
once began an investigation. His box was ex- 
amined and found to have been emptied of all 
the securities, Scovil,as befcre related, having 
replaced them with lithographic copies, which 
were facsimiles except as to their numbers, 
which seemed to have been filled in at random. 

The missing clerk's desk was then broken into, 


and found to be filled with blank certificates of’

Mr. Brown stated that Scovil had been selling 
the securities for at least six months, as his firm, 
Messrs. Walston H. Brown & Co., had purchased 
some of the Rochester and Pittsburg shares that 
Scovil sold as far back as that. Under the rules of 
the Stock Exch the powers of attorney 
transferring the ficate have to be guaran- 
teed by some Stock Exchange firm. In the case 
in question they were so guaranteed by Messrs. 
Densiow, Easton & Herts, who would thus be 
obliged to sustain the loss. This firm stated that 
they had done a good deal of business with 
Scovil, but had closed up the account some 
months ago, and that their loss in any event 
would not be over $4,000, which was incurred on 
the guarantee referred to. 

Mr. De Wolf was found at his office looking 
worn and worried, and in reply to inquiries he 
said: **Scovil was a very heavy operator with us, 
always depositing as collateral securities in Mr. 
Day’s name, with the proper power of attorne 
attached. We knew him to Mr. Day’s confi- 
dential man, and therefore never for a moment 
thought of there being auything out of the way. 
In fact, we imagined the two were operating on 
oint account, which for reasons of his own Mr. 

ay wished to have conducted through his con- 
fidential clerk. Scovil drew out large sums of 
money,and I believe spent them in the purchase of 
real estate in Brooklyn. The whole affair is a 
gigantic swindle, in which we have suffered to 
the extent of “140,000, as, of course, we shall be 
obliged to sustain all the losses under the forged 
powers of attorney.

“He never made any display, and if he came 
over in a handsome turnout, we never heard of 
it, nor dia we know anything until this morning 
of his suit for $205,000 against Mr. Keene for 
losses in the latter’s privileges. He was nothing 
but a clerk, and if we had noticed the name, it 
would have signified nothing to us, as we should 
have thought it some one else. Actually we 
never knew or had it hinted to us that Scovil 
was engaged in any outside operations.” 

At the offices of Messrs. H. T. Godet & Co., and 
Charles Garlichs, and others with whom he car- 
ried on business it was stated that as Scovil had 
closed up his accounts some time since no losses 
would be sustained.

The 
brokers say his operations were carried on very 

ecularly, so that it was never exactiy known 
cow he came out. With one broker he would 
buy, and through another sell the same stock. 
He never made any attempt at secrecy, and the 
Strect is ata loss to imagine how his operations 
should not have reached the ears of his em- 
ployers. His brother is a clerk with Spencer, 
ng & Co., but he never did any business with 
them. 

Scovil was prominent in social circles in Brook- 
lyn, being a member of the Young Men’s Repub- 
lican Club and the Carlton and Brooklyn Clubs. 
He was also somewhat literary in his tastes. and 
trequently read papers of his own composition 
before literary associations with which he was 
connected. He was a native of Nova Scotia, and 
is about 45 years old, short and stout, with brown 
side whiskers, and very prepossessing in appear- 
ance. He was married, and has a family of 
four children, the eldest of whom is 8 and 
the youngest 2. Three of the children are boys. 
They are all at New-London, Conn., where they 
were sent with their mother for the Summer. Mrs. 
Scovil was there up to Saturday, when she left. 
She went away, it is supposed, with her husband. 
At any rate, none of the relatives or friends have 
heard of her since. A reporter called at his 
house yesterday afternoon. The servant who 
came to the door said that Mr. Scovil was not in; 
that he had not been there within two or three 
days, and professed to know nothing about his 
oe or about the stories concerning 

im.

asked. I am not connected with the office, and, 
‘in fast, am not in any business now. The dis- 
grace of my brother’s operations is 
without making it worse by showing sympat 
for him. I have none.”

BUT -STOPPED AT CASTLE GARDEN BY ORDER 
OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 

Shortly after the steerage passengers by 
the steamship Gallia were landed at Castle Gar- 
den yesterday morning, Dr. Schultze,in charge 
ofthe temporary hospital, received a telegram 
from Health Officer Smith requesting him to de- 
tain three male passengers, and seize their bag- 
gage. Twoof these passengers came from Ly- 
ons and the other from Bayonne, France.

Schultze at once picked out the men named, and 
sent them to the hospital and nad their bagzage 
removed to the small room adjoining in order to 
have it fumigated. In a short time Dr. Smith 
arrived, and on examining the room set apart 
for infected baggage declared it unsuitable, and 
ordered new arrangements made.

. ing the passengers it was found that they intend- 
ed to leave New-York for some South American 
— and they were at once reicased and their

Deputy Collector Crandall, who was 
on duty at the Garden, said that in case the emi- 
grants left New-York by steam the baggage 
would be at once placed on board, butif they 
went South by rail steps would be taken to have 


their effects carefully examined and fumigated

TWO OOLLIERY BOILERS EXPLODE. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Peun., July 29.—This 
morning about 2 o'clock the inhabitants of 
Rausch Oreek, a small mining village in the 
western end of Schuylkill County, were startied 
by a loud, rumbling noise, followed by an explo- 
sion which shook the buildings in the immediate 
neighborhood. The Coal and Iron Company’s 


Rausch Creek colliery lies in a ravine only a few 
hundred yards from the miners’ homes. The 
colliery being the only place where an explosion 
of such great force could occur, everybody 
rushed to the mine, where it was discovered that 
two of a nest of twelve boilers had exploded. 
The boiler house, which was a large struc- 
ture, was blown to atoms, and everywhere 
‘around showed signs of destruction. The 
“whole nest of boilers was displaced, and only 
fragments of the two that exploded could be 
seen., Parts of these were blown almost a half 
mile, while huge stones with which the boiler 
house was built whistled like bullets through the 
trees. T'wo firemen were the only persons about 
at the time of the explosion and their escape 
from death seemed miraculous. Oneof them 
had just left the boiler house to go to the onaine 
room, where his companion wasjsitting. He had 
scarcely reached the room when he heard tho 
rumbling noise, and quick as lightning they 
jumped out of the window to the ground below, 
‘@ distance of 25 feet, and escaped with only slight 
injuries. They describe the force of the explo- 
sion as being terrible. The cause of the accident 
isa mystery, asthe boilers were always consid- 
ered to be in first-class condition and were re- 
cently examined. Those in charge state that 
ae was about the usual pressure of steam on 
ot the time.

WILLIAM D. BIGLOW’S RAID ON THE GRAND 


UNION HOTEL SAFE. 


Eighteen months ago a young man who 
gave his name as William D. Biglow walked into 
the Grand Union Hotel and asked Manager Gar- 
rison foremployment. There was much to rec- 
ommend William. His appearance as a whole 
gave the impression that he had just risen 
from a front stool in acamp meeting and was 
about to relate his“ ’sperience” in a dignified 
way becoming a leader in thechurch. Origi- 
nally, he had been a blonde. But most of his 
capillary adornment having gone the way 
of time his head presented a glossy expanse 
of pink-tinged epidermis. His face was of the 


skim-milk order, and his eyes were of an uncer- 
tain blue, as though the coloring matter had 
suddenly given out. William's nose would have 
at once given him away had it not been for his 
meek eyes and the pathetic turn of his lower lip, 
which seemed to attest that he knew no guile. 
The nose was the prominent feature of William's 
face. It was boiled lobster in color, mammoth 
in size, and of the shape of a long-stemmed 
gourd, gnarled like an oak. It spoke eloquently 
of milk tempered with gin, of wine, women, and 
song—only the calf-like eyes said that such could 
never have been. William had been at French’s 
Hotel and the New-York Hotel as general utility 
man, and his references being satisfactory he 
was engaged at the Grand Union as night watch- 


man, 

Punctuality was one of William's chief virtues. 
To the second of the appointed hour he was on 
duty. Grandfather's clock was not more 
punctual than hein the smallest appointments, 
and to tell him to doa certain thing at a certain 
hour was to have it done at that hour, and no 
need of worrying. Guests often wondered why 
euch a quiet, gentlemanly man as William should 
be so low down on the ladder as night watch- 
man. A few philanthropists who stopped to talk 
with him advised him to soar higher—he had 
ability, education, and all that, so why act as 
night watchman longer? In the eyes of Manager 
Garrison he found favor for his many good traits. 
His honesty was several times put to the test and 
he was not found wanting. He was intrusted 
with the care of rooms containing valuables 
when the owners were absent, and was always 
faithful to the trusts, 

Ten months ago William was promoted to a 
place in the store room. Then ‘the was further 
advanced as cashier at the lunch counter, with a 
salary of $45a month, besides board, room, and 
washing. When Summer cameand the diamond- 
intrenched clerks started off for vacations Will- 
iam.was putin as night clerk temporarily. He 
went on duty at 11 o'clock and was off at 6 inthe 
morning. It was his duty,if the cash was not 
allin from the restaurant. café, and bar when 
the regular night clerk retired at midnight, to 
place it in the safe and close and lock the same— 
though the night clerk himself was supposed to 
do this. This money was turned in on Monday 
night in eight tin boxes locked by the several 
cashiers, the cashier of the hotel having the du- 
ae keys. The sum aggregated $599 19. Will- 

am pretended to lock the safe after the boxes 
were placed within it, but he didn’t. About 
2:30 o'clock he sent the call boys and watchmen 
here and there about the house, opened the 
safe, took out the boxes, and put them in the 
private office in the rear. At 4:30 0’clock he 
took them under his arm, unlocked the rear 
door of the billiard room, quietly walked out, 
and was seen no more, 

After all, Wiliiam, the hotel people are led to 
believe, was about as simple minded a fellow as 
he looked. A package of $250 in bills by the side 
of the boxes taken was not touched, and about 
$1,300 in cash in another part of the safe was left. 
as well as some $7,000 worth of jewelry deposited 
there for safe-keeping. William seems not to 
have read the papers of late and seen what clean 
sweeps men of his ilk were making. All he wanted, 
apparently, was the $899 19—not a penny more 
ner a penny less. The receipts daily, excepting 
Mondays, at the Grand Union, are usually $1,600 
or $1,800. Had William selected another night 
for his robbery he would have at least doubled 
his “sweg.” Biglow’s home ie at Fort Plain. 
He is unmarried. Employes of the hotel say that 
he had a great fondness for women, no matter 
what the class, and it is thought that to satisfy a 
demand from one of them he took the money, 
Manager Garrison expressed a belief last night 
that William was within 10 blocks of the hotel. 
Detectives have the case in charge and his speedy 
arrest 1s expected.

THE GREAT THINKER’S RELATION 
TO GOETHE AND CARLYLE. 

DR. W. T. HARRIS’S LECTURE BEFORE THE 
CONCORD SCHOOL OF PHILOSOPFY AND 
THE CONVERSATION WHICH FOLLOWED. 

ConcorD, July 29.—This has been the only 
rainy day since the School of Philosophy opened, 
but such is the interest in the discussion of Em- 
erson’s life and writings that there were few 
vacant seats in the little chapel, and the morn- 
ing was, if anything, more notable than any 
that has preceded it. Dr. W.T. Harris spoke on 
“Emerson’s Relation to Goethe and Carlyle.” 
The lecturer took a large view of the contribu- 
tion of these men to the development of 
modern life, and was excellent for presenting 
the way in which they proved complementary to 
one another. The conversation was scarcely less 
significant, though more rambling than the 
lecture. The attention was so close that you 
could almost hear a pin drop. 

Dr. Harris in substance said that by common 
consent Emerson is joined with Carlyle as co- 
author of the stream of influence which has act- 
ed so powerfully on the thinking and literary ex- 
pression of the nineteenth century. Other sources 
of the same stream of influence are Coleridge and 
Wordsworth. The latter—Wordsworth—indeed 
stands for the great Englisn poet of the century 
with a large and increasing number of highly 
cultured people. Poetry performs the office of 
imposing a spiritual view of some sort upon the 
world as it exists for us. The great poets after 
Homer have taken new themes, new experiences 
of the inner world of man and found their ex- 
pression in terms of correspondence with ex- 
ternal nature. Dante has revealed thus the 
inner world of Christianity; Shakespeare has 
made visible the genesis of human 
institutions from the individual man. 
Goethe is the revealer of a new phase of human 
experience of still deeper and subtler spiritual 
laws. Goethe shows the individual asthe result 
of institutions. All returns to the individual. The 


Christian religion had taught from the beginning 
the germ of this doctrine. It is the attitude of 
the soul toward the world that determines its 
state of weal or woe. Goetheis the world poet 
of this movement. He shows in the “ Faust” 
that if the individual would find a permanent 
state of belovedness and be able to ~ to the 
bappy moment, “ Stay, for thou art fair,” he 
must energize not against the institutions of the 
world, as he does in the first part of the drama of 
* Faust,” norattempt to find his supreme object 
in any subordinate institution, as in the second 
part of the drama. He must find the Paradise in 
altruism. ey the retiection of the well being 
of others can fill his soul with gladness that does 
not weary or turn to sorrow. Accordingly 
Goethe, in the last scene of the second part of 
* Faust,” paints the four phases of Christian his- 
tory in the three typical holy fathers and the Dr. 
Marianus. 

The lecturer here quoted from the * Wilhelm 
Meister” the passages relating to the three forms 
of reverence and the three religions based on 
them—the ethnic religion, the philosophical re- 
ligion, and the worship of sorrow or the Chris- 
tian religion. In this idea of the worship of 
sorrow Goethe rises to his highest and purest 
thought and joins his own epoch to the preced- 
ing epoch, istory is made continuous. With- 
out thisinsight the modern world breaks off 
from the Old World with the idea of individual 
culture and reverts to a sort of barbarism, 
Refined selfishness, enlightened self-interest. 
cold, calculating understanding, supreme indi- 
vidualism,is the dry rot of character, and it is 
the special form in which the diabolic makes its 
appearance in our age of science. This is the 
meaning of Mephistopheles, whose spiritual im- 
port is so well expressed by Emerson in his ** Rep- 
resentative Men.” 

Emerson, the lecturer said, sees clearly the 
high place that Goethe occupies in literature, 
and in the wonderful poem, *“ The Text and the 
Solution,” places him with Homer, Dante, 
Shakespeare, and Swedenborg as one of the five 
world poets inspired by the immortal Muse. 
Both Goethe and Dante, in their greatest works, 
“Faust” and the * Divina Commedia,” were,how- 
ever, not personal favorites of Emerson, who 
placed them among the immortal five rather 
from seeing their place in the history of litera- 
ture than from seeing the validity of their mes- 


sages. 

The relation of Carlyle to Goethe and to Emer- 
son was next taken up and the difference in their 
views of the world discussed. Passages from the 
Emerson and Carlyle correspondence were quoted 
to illustrate this. It was asserted that the three 
seers agreed in preaching the doctrine of our 
time. Thisistheage of science, the age of free 
thinking--of ascent out of conventionalities and 
mere prescription, out of ignorant obedience to 
law and custom, into individual insight into the 
necessity of law. Bealaw unto yourself is the 
command addressed to each. Goethe alone, how- 
ever, has seen the problem in the totality of its 
relations. He has given its entire history in 
“ Faust,” and shown what is substantial in State 
and Church, Carlyle has seen thesubstantiality of 
the nation in history, and bent his whole force 
on the work of eradicating shallow views of the 
province of reform. But he has upheld not so 
much the State in its aspect as aninstitution, as a 
means for the individual manifestation of heroism 
in the Ruler. This shows that he has solved the 
problem of institutions in a one-sided manner, 
and is affected with the disease incident to the 
age of tindividualism. Emerson has more 
nearly approached Goethe and has kept before 
bim the central problem of the return of all good 
from institutions upon the individual. He has 
not, however, devoted his mind to the special 
study of any forms of institutions. 

The conversation was begun by Mr. Emery. 
He said: ‘* Emerson judged every one by moral 
ideals. In the correspondence the individualism 
of Carlyle seemed higherthan his own. But, as 
time goes on, Carlyle is overcome by his own 
complaining, and Emerson is seen’ to: be the su- 
ented man. The fact that Emerson did think 

ighly of Goethe indicates that Emerson’s judg- 
ment was limited to his individual view of his 
moral cnaracter.” Mr. Denton J. Sneider said: 
“Dr. Harris intimates that Emerson did not 
think highly enough of Goethe. He sees him as 
Mephistopheles. as Goethe’s complete work 
known to Emerson?” Jt was answered that he 
read all of Goethe's writings during his lifetime. 
Mr. Sneider resumed: ** Goethe has two epochs— 
two lives—the Mephisto and the Faust. Emerson 
appreciated the negative, not the positive, side 
of Goethe. The second part of * Faust’ is posi- 
tive, and Emerson could not understand it, and 
pronounces against Goethe in that, because he 
aims at even a more positive life of the indi- 
‘vidualthan in *‘ Wilhelm Meister.’ Goethe rep- 
resented there the complete culture of the indi- 
vidual, not simply self-culture. In Faust we 
have a free man who has created a new earth 
and anew city. Faust,in this respect, is the su- 
preme character in literature."’ Mr.Sneider doubt- 
ed whether Emerson could have read the second 
part of * Faust” when he pronounced his judg- 
ment upon the poem. Goethe is not the Mephis- 
topheles of literature. He is the emancipator. 

iss Peabody said: “I agree with Mr. Sneider 
that Emerson’s life, more than anything he 
wrote, was the best thing about him. Emerson 
was struck with the rich wisdom of * Wilhelm 
Meister." Hesaidtome: ‘Goethe wasa jester, 
he would be - with the world at any rate, but 
there is no holiness in him; he does not worship.’ 
The last sermon Emerson preached at Lexington 
was on prayer, and was against public prayer. 
In earlier life he had morning prayer in his 
family, but even this was gradually dropped. He 
did not wish to be the slave ot institutions. Dur- 
ing his earlier residence at Concord he used to go 
to church. He had great love of order. 
He said: ‘When I hear the church bell 
my feet turn to the house of God.’ 
But the minister at Concord antagonized him, 
and he excused himself from the services on the 
rround that he had no time to spare for them. 

n his way he had great interest in institutions, 
and clung to the family as against the co-opera- 
tive or associational idea, but he always went 
back into the ideal, to the moral truth of things.” 

Mr. E. D. Cheney said: “*Emerson’s great 
principle was the working in the freedom of the 
ideal. Goetne’s ideal element was antagonized 
by the realities or his own life.” 

The Rev. James S&S. Bush, recently of 
Staten Island, said: ‘“‘Emerson’s is the 
most beautiful Christian life on _ record 
since the life of our Lord himself. His idea was 
that of the Divine order in the universe operat- 
ing in the soul of man. Emerson had the advan- 
tage of Carlyle and Goethe. Carlyle had the 
more vigorous intellect; Goethe was above him 
as an artist, but Emerson was superior to him in 
his environment, and did not have his foibles.” 
The Rey. Julius H. Ward quoted the late Henry 
James as saying that he asked Emerson once how 
much he had read of Swedenborg. He replied: 
** My wife has read me extracts from his writi 
while I was shaving myself.’”’ The Rev. Dr. f 
A. Holland said: ** Emerson is a Christian with- 
out a Christian creed, a Churchman outside of 
the church. The church made him, and he has 
enlarged the church so that if he should come 
again the church could contain him. He was‘a 
— like Isaiah." 

This evening M. René de Poyen, Belleisle, now 
residing in Portland, Me., who has been a thor- 
ough student of Emerson and proposes to re- 
translate his writings into French, the present 
translation being entirely inadequate, gave his 
own view of the Concord sage in French and ex- 
tem . It was interesting, but was all Greek 
to e greater number present. To-morrow is 
the last day of Emerson week. Mr. William E. 
Channing will give a lecture on *“ Emerson's 
Genius,” and there will be some discussion of 
the relation of Emerson to Thoreau. In the

FAILURE OF LARGE IRON WORKS. 


—_—~—>——- 
TIMOROUS STOCKHOLDERS FORCE THEIR 
COMPANY TO AN ASSIGNMEN'!. 


Detnorr, Mich., July 29.—The E. T. Bar- 
num Iron and Wire Works, in this city, have been 
forced into making what it is believed will be but 
a temporary assignment, growing largely out of 
differences of opinion among its stockholders, 
some of whom at last proceeded to levy attach- 
ments upon the property on the ground that 
they had been misled into advancing money on 
false representations. The concern is one of the 
largest of its kind in the country and has a very 
valuable plant. The manufactory covers half a 


block in the western part of the city and is sup- 
plied with all the latest and best machinery for 
making all descriptions of ornamental iron and 
wire — This involved an expenditure of 
$100,000. During the year past stores for the sale 
of the company’s goods have been opened 
in Chicago, Toronto, and this city. The 
great enlargement of the business within the 
ast two years, during which the factory has 
en built, has necessitated the borrowing of a 
large amount of money, and latterly some credit- 
ors, particularly the banks, have become some- 
what Sparounate for their pay. The prevailing 
dullness in business has aggravated the unpleas- 
ant features of the situation. Last week one of 
the stockholders and manager of the city store 
became alarmed and proceeded to attach goods 
in the store to secure $16,000 advanced by him. 
This precipitated a catastrophe. Other creditors 
naturally me alarmed, notwithstanding the 
most strenuous efforts on the part of the 
Directors, and_ the panic became uncontrollable. 
Attachments began to flow in thick and fast 
and an assignment was finally resorted to as 
the safest way out of the difficulties which 
were multiplying every hour. One was 
accordingly made to Abram L. Stebbins. Their 
liabilities of every sort are roughly estimated at 
$308,000, and the assets consist of stock inven- 
toried at $150,000, machinery worth $50,000, 
building and real estate, $100,000; accounts, $70,- 
000, and goods in stores, $90,000; total, $460,000. 
The concern has considerable unfinished work 
on hand, and will at once make application to 
the courts for an order permitting the Receiver 
to go on and finish up existing contracts. Large 
numbers of orders for new work are continually 
being received by every mail. The managers are 
hopeful that an understanding may yet be 
reached among the stockholders, some of whom 
are among our wealthiest citizens, whereby the 
claims pending will be adjusted and business be 
speedily resumed in full. The concern employs 
500 hands and has been considered one of the 
most promising business enterprises of this city.

BUT ONE OF THE VILLAINS KILLED BY A 

WOMAN HE HAD ASSAULTED. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 29.—One of 
the most outrageous assaults ever chronicled in 
this State came to light this morning. Mrs. Bu- 
chanan, a widow lady, and her daughter Mary, 
aged 17 years, live five miles from Spring City. 
Several nights ago seven men, whom she recog- 
nized as neighbors, came to the house and made 
insulting proposals to the ladies, Being repulsed, 
the villains forced the mother and daughter 
to accompany them to the woods,fsome dis- 
tance from the house. There the ladies were 


compelled to remain all night with the men, who 
alternately assauited the mother and daughter. 
All attempts at outcry or escape were threat- 
ened with instant death. In oe the fiends 
the bodies of both ladies were terribly bruised. 
Ati break of day the women were taken to 
the river and forced into a _ boat, and 
the whole fp | fled down the river 
to Smith’s nding. where the mother 
was taken to the west shore, two of the men go- 
ing with her, leaving the daughter with the 
other five men. She was taken to the east side. 
On landing the party went to the vicinity of 
Birchwood, Bradley County, where the girl was 
kept in custody for two days. Then she made 
her escape while the men were sleeping off their 
drunken stupor. The mother made known what 
had occurr and warrants were taken out for 
the seven men and placed in the hands of the 
Sheritf, who, instead of taking sters to bring the 
wretches to justice, went to Cleveland. Warrants 
were then placed in the hands of United States 
Deputy Marshal Raisor, who arrested a man 
named Gilhurst, who, on his preliminary trial 

confessed to the crime and gave the names o 

the parties who were associated with him 
in its commission. Yesterday Henry Thomas 
was arrested in Bradley County and taken 
to Spring City for trial. Gilhurst was 
committed to jail at Washington. The 
other five men, whose names are not 
divulged, are still at large, but are known to re- 
side within a short distance of Mrs. Buchanan. 
Mrs. Buchanan and her daughter live by farm- 
ing, and are quiet and peaceable ladies of good 
character. The daughter is said to be quite 
handsome and intelligent, and onthe trial of Gil- 
hurst gave her testimony in as modest and quiet 
a manner as possible, her recital denoting that 
she was a lady. Her statement coincided with 
the confession of Gilhurst, the details of which 
are{too revolting for publication. 

News receivefl this evening states that Miss 
Buchanan claims that after she had been taken 
to the vicinity of Birchwood she got possession 
of the knife of one of the men, whose name she 
did not know and who dragged her into a corn- 
field and again attempted to assault her. She 
stabbed the man, made her way into the woods, 
and finally back to her home. he man was left 
dead on the field. Miss Buchanan offers to take. 
parties to find the body.

Tickets were distributed 
to all the men on strike, and these will entitle 
the holders to pecuniary relief. The workmen 
for J. B. Smith, the contractor building an exten- 
sion to the Caoper Institute, have decided to go 
to work without insisting upon the discharge of 
his foreman, as the building is a workingmen’s 
institution. They will oppose Mr. Smith, how- 
ever, at all his other buildings. 

The Plasterers’ Union held a meeting last even- 
ing in Fifty-fourth-street, near Third-avenue, 
and received a delegation from the striking 
bricklayers. They promised the bricklayers to 
give them all the assistance they could and to 
order the plasterers tostrike on certain build- 
ings where the contractors refused to grant the 
nine-hour rule.

EVENTSIN THE METROPOLIS 


NO INTEREST ON DEPOSITS.»¢ 
REFORMS IN BANKING FAVORED BY THE 
CLEARING HOUSE ASSOCIATION. 

There was a well-attended meeting of the 
New-York Clearing House Association yester- 
day, and a. spirited discussion was had of the sub- 
ject of introducing certain reforms in the prac- 
tices of the associated banks of this city. A re- 
port favoring some radical changes in banking 
was submitted to the association by 8 special 
committee a few weeks ago, but the propositions 
advanced did not seem to meet the approval of a 
majority of the members. The special commit- 
tee was enlarged, and was instructed to give the 
matter further consideration. 

The new committee, which submitted its re- 
port yesterday, was composed of the following 
named bank Presidents: Geo: 8. Coe, Geor 
N. Potts, John Jay Knox, R. Edwards, O. D, 
Baldwin, James T. Woodward, F, A. Palmer, and 
William L. Jenkins. The report was signea by 
all of the members of the committee except Mr. 
Baldwin, the President of the Fourth National 
Bank. That gentleman presented a minority re- 
port. The majority report stated that while the 
committee substantially concurred in the recom- 
mendations contained in the previous report, 
they had endeavored to remove some of the ob- 
jections raised. The special reform essential to 
the efficient and harmonious co-operation of the 
banks in one association the committee consid- 
ered to be the total abolition of the payment of 
interest on current deposits. The following 
statement was made: 

“ Your committee believe that the careful custody of 
money held in such manner as to be always responsive 
to call is itself sufficient pmo its owners 
and depositors, and that banks which carry their full 
proportion of the reserve cush of the Nation, and at the 
same time preserve their assets in legitimate commer- 
cial securities, render a jest equivalent and furnish a 
perfect guarantee for the trust committed to their care; 
and that any further consideration or compensation 
than this must be gree either at the expense of the 
needful reserve or of the safety of the investments. 
The proportion of cash to deposits, which from long 
experience conservative institutions in national com- 
mercial centres find it expedient to hold, is at least 
from one-fourth to one-third the amount. It must be 
evident that at the average rate of interest this ratio 
cannot be maintained by any bank where compensa- 
tion is giten for its deposits.’ 

The committee considered it inexpedient at 
the present time to make any recommendation 
on the subject of receiving upon deposit as cash 
checks drawn upon places out of the city. Five 
distinct recommendations were submitted to a 
vote of the association, as follows: 

First—That no member of the New-York Clearing 
House Association shall pay interest upon or allow 
compensation for deposits after Jan. 1, 1885. 

Second—That to secure uniformity in the business of 
the banks, no checks shall pass through the Clearing 
House except those drawn upon the members of the 
association. 

Third—That any infraction of the above rules shall 
be regarded as a forfeiture of membership of the asso- 
ciation, subject on complaint of any member to in- 
vestigation by the Clearing House Committee, in the 
manner provided in the constitution. 

Fourth—That the association recommend that some 
mode of settlement of transactions at the New-York 
Stock Exchange be adopted whereby the large volume 
of checks which now pass through the Clea: House 
from that business may be diminished or avoided. 

Fifth—If these measures be adopted by the associa-: 
tion, the committee recommend the same to clearing 
monees in Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, and other 
cities. 

Mr. Baldwin's minority report was a brief 
document, and tersely stated his own objections 
to the principal changes recommended by the 
other members of the committee. He argued 
that the vital principle of the business of banks 
of deposit and discount lay in the gathering to- 
gether of temporarily idle funds into a centre 
where they could be made useful for the com- 
mon good, and that the payment of interest and 
the negotiation of exchange, drafts, checks, &c., 
bave been among the means employed for this 
purpose from time immemorial. He declared 
the methods of business as conducted 
by the members of the association 
in this respect were substantial uni- 
form, 69 out of 72 banks in th city 
paying interest and all receiving ch 
on out-of-town places as cash for deposit. 
total abolition of the payment of interest upon. 
deposits, and the discontinuance of the custom 
of receiving checks or drafts on other cities as 
cash, Mr. Baldwin believed would be “ productive 
of greatand lasting injury to the city of New-' 
York, endangering and retarding its commer-” 
cial prosperity, and also injurious to the United, 
Btates.”” He recommended that further consider- 
ation by the association of these matters be in- 
definitely postponed. 

The matters contained in the two rts were . 
discussed at considerable length, and the meet-: 
ing adopted the first and second recommenda- 
tions of the majority of the committee, subject 
to the ratification of the banks individually. ; 
The remaining recommendations were held over 
for consideration at some future meeting. The 
same disposition was made of the claim of the 
First National Bank for $213,000, bogus checks to 
that amount having been drawn by Ferdinand 
Ward on that bank, and sent Se Marine Bank 
to the Clearing House, where they were honored | 
in the natural course of business. 

A member of the 8tock Exchange, who has ex- 
tensive dealings with the banks, said: “I think 
it will be found that a majority of the city banks 
will oppose the propositions submitted by the 
majority of the committee. President Bald- 
win, of the Fourth National, is by no means 
alone in his opposition. Much of this opposition 
is generally understood to have been actuated by 
the idea that in the event of such changes being 
made the Stock Exchange will establish a clear- 
ing house which will deprtve some of the down- 
town banks of much of their business. Various 
expedients, it is said, have been resorted to 
by some of the banks to give stock bro- 
kers facilities for prompt and convenient 
handling of their business. As I understand it, 
the method adopted has been to allow brokers to 
give their own notes, which have been accepted 
as cash deposits, and carried to enable them to 
cover their immediate requirements for money 
in their stock transactions. These notes are re- 
turned and canceled at the conclusion of the 
day’s transactions, and although appearing as 
an asset for the time being, would be presmeeny 
of no value on a forced settlement. If all of the 
reforms asked for by the Clearing House Com- 
mittee should be carried into effect this class of 
transactions would be prevented.”

It has been her 
custom to take alms on the street 
and beg for pennies in the _ stores.

With her mother she nas for years lived ina 
squalid apartment in Houston-street, the mother 
spending herdays soliciting food from charity 
organizations.

MISTAKEN FOR A BURGLAR. 
A BAKER OF THE STEAMER FRANCE SHOT 
AND PROBABLY KILLED. 

Michael Curry, a shoemaker, 71 years 
old, who lives alone in the basement of an old- 
fashioned two-story frame house at No. 2 Grand- 
street, corner of Varick, shot yesterday, and it is 
believed fatally wounded, Henry Reardon, a 
baker's assistant, employed on the steamer 
France, of the National Line. Curry claims to 
have shot Reardon while the latter and two con- 
federates were endeavoring to break into his 
shop, but the facts in the case indicate that he 
mistook Reardon for a burglar and fired with 
undue haste. The aged shoemaker has lived for 
two years in the basement of the house. He was 


all alone, was morose and irascible, and has 
been the butt of the young street: loafers living 
about him. He has often, without cause, com- 
plained of the neighbors playing tricks upon 
im. The entrance to the steps leading to 
the cellar in which he lived is not protected 
by any guards or railings, and the place is 
dark. During the warm nights Curry was in the 
habit of leaving his door ajar for ventilation and 
fastening it with a chain, so that no one could 
og ortl re _— els ies ~~ 9 
ng the e living in the ne rhood o 
Curry’s domicile were startied by a pistol shot. 
A number of persons ran to the corner of Grand 
and Varick streets, where they met on 
pm vo Fg the ar steps holding his hands 
over his right breast. He crossed the street, and 
then sank to the sidewalk. “For God's sake, 
don’t kill me,” he groaned. John O'Neil, of No. 
193 Hudson-street, one of the first men to reach 
the spot, saw ag coming up the cellar steps 
after n. e asked him what was the 
trouble, and the shoemaker replied: “I’ve shot 
that man. He broke into my place.” Then he 
returned to his abode. ; 
Patrolman Dougherty, of the Eighth Precinct, 
had the wounded man conveyed to the station 
where he gave his name and occupation. He said 
that he lived with his wife and three children at 
No. ll -street, Liverpool, and that he 
arrived in this city a few days ago in the France. 
Before he could give any account of the shoot- 
ing he became insensible. He was then taken in 
an ambulance to St. Vincent’s Hospital. There 
it was found that he had been shot in the right 
breast, the bullet having penetrated the lower 
lobe eof the right lung. The wound is considered

Curry was dressing himself when a fg eee mony 
arrested him. He admitted having shot Reardon, 
but asserted that the latter, with two confed- 
erates, had attempted to break into his shop. He 
said that while ly g asleep on his pallet he heard 
three men outside talking about breaking in and 
robbing his place. One of the men tried to force 
open the door, but did not succeed at first. Two 
more attempts were made, and then the door was 
burst open. Three men sprang into the piace 
and as_he rose from his ped _ they seized 
him. He then fired the revolver, which 
be usually had under his pillow for 
protection, and wounded Reardon. This 
statement is not true in manyrespects. In the 
first place Reardon was doubtless alone, no trace 
of the two men whom Curry says were with him 
having been found by the police. The shot 
which wounded Reardon was fired through a 
panel of the door, and this disproves the story as 
told by Curry of his scuffling with three men. 
on, it is shown, is not a burglar, but is an 
industrious, respectable fellow. It is believed 
that while peeing the cellar Reardon stum- 
bled and fell into the area against the door 
of Curry’s shop, thus arousing the 1rascible 
shoemaker, who, believing that an attempt was 
being mace to break into his place, fired upon 
Reardon as he stood at the half-open door, be- 
wildered from his fall. Curry was taken before 
Justice Ford, at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, yesterday, and was remanded to prison to 
await the result of the injury to Reardon. The

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TRUST IN THE WRONG BOY. 
THE MINTON BROTHERS ROBBED OF ABOUT 
$1,200 BY THEIR MESSENGER. 

Anthony Wass, age 17, had been in the 
employ of Charles T. and J. McKim Minton, stock 
and oil brokers, of New-street, for more than 
two years upto Monday noon. His employers 
had confidence in his honesty and his business 
ability and trusted him in financial transactions 
of some importance. It was a part of his duty to 


collect bills for commissions and to make de- 
posits in the banks with which the Messrs. Min- 
ton kept their accounts. Recently the Minton 
brothers, although occupying an office together, 
have not beenin partnership. Wass, however, 
has been hired by them jointly. On Monday Mr. 
J. McKim Minton learned accidentally that cer- 
tain sums of money which had been given to the 
boy to be putin banks had not been deposited. 
He spoke to Wass about the matter, and the lat- 
ter, after making some trifling excuse, left the 
office, and has not been seen by his employers 
since. 

Investigation showed that the young man had 
misappropriated money which he had collected 
on bills for commissions, and had also kept vari- 
ous amounts of cash which had been given him 
to putin the bank. It is supposed that his pecu- 
lations extended over a period of four or five 
months, and the only explanation of his dishon- 
esty that could be imagined by his late employ- 
ers was that he had been led into bad habits 
or had become ensnared by bucket-sbop specula- 
tions. Mr. Charles T. Minton returned to the 
city from Narragansett Pier yesterday morning, 
and he spent the day endeavoring to find out 
how much money was due him and by whom it 
wasowed. His first estimate of the extent of 
Wass's stealings was between $4,000 and $5,000, but 
about noon be received in an anonymous letter, 
postmarked New-York, several checks which the 
youne thief had appropriated, but had not been 
able to negotiate. Su uently a package of 
bills which Wass had failea to colleet was also 
returned in the same anonymous manner. Mr. 
Minton stated late inthe afternoon that after 
jJooking over what had been returned he was 
satisfied that his brother and himself would not 
lose more than $1,000 or $1,200.

REVISING THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 

The State Civil Service Commission has 
adjourned to meet at thecall of President Jay. 
This will probably be in about two weeks, or as 
soon as enough returns are received from Mayors 
of cities to make it worth the while of the Com- 
missioners to get together. Circulars of instruc- 
tion have been prepared, which will be sent to 


the Mayors, and it is thought that these will 
enable the heads of Municipal Governments to 
formulate civil service rules which will meet the 
approval of the commission with little change. 
This approval is necessary before the rules can 
become operative. 

The revised rules being prepared by Mayor 
Low, of Brooklyn, will, it 1s thought, be pre- 
sented at the next meeting of the commission. 
These rules, says Col. Silas W. Burt, Chief Exam- 
iner, will be models. They have been carefully 
revised several times, and are now undergoing 
another revision, Mayor Low being aided by 
heads of departments and others connected 
with the Brooklyn Municipal Government. The 
operation of civil service reform there has demon- 
strated—what is considered of the greatest im- 
portance by the commission—that the system 
of competitive examination is applicable to 
nearly every position. The exceptions are 
confidential clerks and a few professional 
positions. Down to Street Inspectors and bosses 
of laboring gangs, says Col. Burt, a system of 
examination is found to work to advantage. By 
the word examination is not meant an éxamina- 
tion in the scholastic sense, but an examination 
arranged to show the degree of fitness of the ap- 
plicants for a certain position. With the pro- 
mulgation of the new Brooklyn rules it is 
thought a great step forward will have been 
taken in the cause of reform.

DANGER IN THE SODA FOUNTAIN, 


A STARTLING ASSERTION REGARDING LARGE 
NEW-YORK DRUG STORES. 


Health Commissioner Raymond com-- 


menced yesterday, at his office in the Municipal 
Building, Brooklyn, an investigation the pur- 
pose of which is to prevent the use of deleterious 
substances in the lining of soda water fountains. 
Most of the fountains in use in drug stores, it 
appeared from the facts brought out, were 
made of copper, with a tin-wash lining. It 
was testified by several experts that 
when the tin lining has worn off, after 
the fountain has been in use for several years, 


there was much danger if syrups were allowed 
to rest too long in the cylinders of the fountains. 
Some of the manufacturers who attended the in- 
vestigation claimed that the ~ bay should always 
be kept in glass jars. and that the fountains 
should be made of steel. 1t was claimed by others 
that the eoeger fountains with tin-wash lining 
were perfectly safe if kept in repair. 

Mr. A. D. Puffer suggested the appointment of 
an inspector to examine all the fountains in the 
city. Such a plan, he said, could be easily and 
etfectively put into execution at very little ex- 
pense. Even outside of the facts that led to the 
investigation, he thought that it would be ad- 
visable to take such a step, as he had seen things 
that would disgust Commissioner Raymond even 
in the most respectable drug stores.

“IT have seen dead rats in the syrup cans that 
were in fountains in some of the largest and 
most respectdble drug stores in New-York.”

AN INGENIOUS CONVICT. 


THE DEVICE BY WHICH HE INTENDED TO 
ESCAPE FROM SING SING. 

An ingenious contrivance, to be used in 
effecting the escape of a convict named Theodore 
Schelf from Sing Sing Prison, was captured by 
Principal Keeper Connaughton yesterday. This 
convict was a skilled machinist, and worked in 
the machineshop. The contrivance was made of 
tin, and designed to be strapped securely over 
the nose and mouth, in front of both of which 


were openings leading to a tube about an inch in 
diameter and three inches long, to which was to 
be attached a longer tube. The design of the 
man was to jump off the dock when unobserved, 
having previously strapped this contrivance to 
his face, and walk off on the bottom of the 
river with the air tube extending above the 
water, or to float on his back, leaving 
only this contrivance above water. In this 
manner he could have walked or floated around 
the prison walls before going ashore. The 
keeper found the apparatus among Schelf’s 
tools at his bench in the workshop. The man 
was allready to go, and when searched it was 
found that he had a picture of his wife attached 
to some strings down his back. Hesaid that he 
had done this so that if he should get drowned 
or shot in his attempt to escape this picture 
would lead to his identification. He has been 
taken from the machine shop, where he has 
proved himself too ngeey, and placed in the 
shoe-shop, where his facilities for constructing 
such machines will not be so ample. Heisa 
German, 26 years old, and was sentenced by 
Judge Gildersleeve on Jan. 15 for four years for 
grand larceny.

NO PROFIT IN ITS BUSINESS. 


THE PROPOSED LIQUIDATION OF THE ELEV- 
ENTH WARD SAVINGS BANK. 

The Eleventh Ward Savings Bank, which 
is going out of business as fast as depositors will 
draw their money and close their accounts, was 
organized in 1868, with E. V. Loew as President 
and John Englis as Vice-President. The bank 
was situated at Avenue O and Tenth-street. In 
1877, after the suspension of so many Third-ave- 
nue banks that not an institution for savings 
could be found on that thoroughfare between 
Seventh-street and Harlem, the Eleventh Ward 
Savings Bank was moved to No. 908 Third-ave- 
nue. hile it filed a “long-felt want” in its 
new location, it was not such a want as made 
it especially remunerative to the bankers. The 
business didn’t increase very rapidly, and while 
the institution paid expenses and es be- 
sides, the care and trouble of getting good loans 
was thought too great by the officers havin 
other business to care for. So in March last i 
was decided to go into liquidation, paying de- 
pean and all claims in full. On April 1 the 

ooks were removed to the American Savings 
Bank, at Fifth-avenue and Forty-second-street, 
The deposits then were $176,000. About 1875 Mr. 
BR. V. Loew was succeeded as President by Mr, 
Charles E. Loew, and Mr. James Little became 
Vice-President. A statement made on July 1 
showed the following condition of affairs:
